An  act  to  make  provision  for  granting  licennes  for  the 
sale  of  distilled  spirits,  and  spirituous  liquors. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  make  provision  for  granting  li- 
censes for  the  sale  of  spirits :  Be  it  enacted'by  the  governor^ 
legislative  council^  and  assembly  of  this  island,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

JFiVif — On,  from,  and  after  the  fifth  day  of  April  next,  and  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  this  act,  no  person  shall,  either  himself,  or 
by  any  one  on  his  behalf,  deal  in,  or  sell  any  spirits  hy  wholesale 
or  retail.  Or  knowingly  permit  any  spirits  to  be  sold  in  any  house 
in  his  occupation,  unless  he  shtll  have  obtained  a  license  for  that 
purpose,  ac^trording  to  the  form  annexed  to  this  act,  under  a  penal- 
ty tiot  lelceedtng  one  hundred  pound:^,  nor  less  than  ten  pounds, 
for  every  oflTence.

Third — No  person  shall  hawk  or  sell,  or  expose  to  sale,  any  spi- 
rits, in  or  about  any  street,  lane,  road,  highway,  or  other  place,  or 
in  or  from  any  boat,  or  other  vessel  upon  the  water,  or  shore,  or  ta 
any  other  manner  or  place  whatsoever,  except  as  is  licensed  x>r  al- 
lowed under  this  act,  upon  pain  of  forfeiting  all  sudi  spirits,  and 
the  sum  of  ten  pounds,  or  some  mitigated  amount,  not  being  less 
than  one  half  part  thereof,  for  every  such  offence.

detained,  and  also  the  person  apprehended,  before  any  two  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  for  the  parish  or  precinct  wherein  such  offence 
shall  be  committed,  which  said  justices  are  hereby  requ^iredto  pjro* 
ceed  to  examine  and  deal  with  such  person,  so  seized  and  brought 
before  them^  for  such  offence.

Fifth — Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  prevent  any  person, 
in  charge  of  any  place  whereon  spirits  are  manufactured,  from 
selling  any  spirits,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  any  act  passed, 
or  to  be  passed  for  regulating  the  collection  of  the  duty  on  rum, 
or  other  spirits,  or  shall  prevent  the  personal  representative  of 
any  person  licensed  under  this  act,  who  shall  die,  or  the  assignee 
of  any  insolvent  debtor,  before  the  expiration  of  his  license,  ia 
respect  of  spirits  coming  to  them  in  any  of  the  characters  or  capa- 
cities aforesaid,  from  selling  any  such  spirits  in  the  house  specified 
in  such  license,  or  the  personal  representative  of  any  person  not.  li- 
censed under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall  die,  leaving  among

T^Airfy^/itrif^A)!  penalties  hereby  imposed  shall  be  recorered 
in  a  summary  manner,  by  information,  before  any  two  justice^  of

An  act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law9  relating  tohar^ 

hours. 


Pretmble. 


l||MrHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  consolidate  the  laws  relating  to 
^  ^     harbours  :  Be  it  enacted  by  the  governor^  legislative  cquu* 
cilt  and  assembly  of  this  island,^  ai»d[  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  a^ 
thority  of  the  same^  as  follows  : 

|!Stterb^^ten  F^^st  -  It  stiall  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  inftrument,  ia 
"MtfMttiAM^edvie.  writing,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  appoint  a  master-mariner,  or 
other  efficient  person,  as  harbour- master,  upon  a  vacancy  occur- 
ring in  any  of  the  ports  or  parishes  mentioned  in  the  schedule 
marked  A,  annexed  to  this  act,  to  such  part ;  to  remove  any  har» 
bour- master  90  to  be,  or  any  harbour-master  at  anytime  hereto* 
iore  appointed,  and  fill  up  vs^cancies  when  and  as  oflen  as  they  sjiatl 
90cur  by  death,  departure  from  the  island,  resignation,  removal 
from  the  parish,  or  any  other  cause*

Second — Every  harbour-master  shall,  and  he  is  hereby  required, 
to  do  and  perform  the  undermentioned  duties,  acts,  matters,  and 
things  in  the  port  or  parish  for  which  he  is  harbour-master. 

He  shall,  upon  his  appointment,  take  and  subscribe  the  ki* 
lowing  oath,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  which  oath  anyjas^ 
lice  of  the  peace  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  : 
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"  I,  do  swear,  that  J  will  fail  hfulljfy  and 

impartiality,  andi  to  the  best  €fmy  ability  and  judgmeni,  per'- 
formy  as  harbour^master  for  the  port  (or  parish^  of 
the  duties  imposed  upon  me  by  ^Harbours  Regulation  Act, 
1 8i)9/  and  which  shall  be  imposed  by  any  regulations  to  be 
issued  by  the  fCooemoTf  in  executive  committee,  under  the  au^ 
thofity  of  the  same.'' 

Which  oath  shall  be  lodged  with  the  clerk  of  the  restry  for  the  pa- 
ri^, and  by  him  preserved  in  his  office. 

Any  harbour-master,  hereafter  to  be  appointed,  shall,  in 
person,  except  when  prevented  by  illness  ;  and  any  harbour- 
master, already  appointed^  shall,  by  himself,  or  his  lawful  de- 
puty, perform  the  duties  of  harbour-master,  and  reside  at  the 
port  for  which  he  is  the  harbour- master,  or  within  five  miles 
thereof ;  and,  if  harbour-master  for  more  than  one  port,  in 
some  part  of  the  parish  convenient  for  visiting  the  several 
ports,  and  particularly  the  principal  one  in  it. 

He  shall  appoint,  in  writing,  whenever  necessary,  the  place 
in  the  harbour  where  ballast,  rubbish,  earth,  stone,  sand,  gra- 
vel, or  any  other  useless  or  unserviceable  article  or  thing  shall 
be  thrown,  and  left  from  any  vessel. 

He  shall  direct  and  regulate  the  position,  mooring,  unmoor- 
ing, and  removal  of  every  vessel  arriving  at,  or  lying  in,  the 
port. 

He  shall  take  charge  of  every  vessel  which  shall  happen  to 
be  on  fire,  imd  give  such  directions  as  he  shall  think  proper  for 
preventfng  the  spread  of,  and  for  exttDguishing  such  lire. 

It^  shall  furnish  the  captain  of  every  vessel  trading  beyond 
the  tropics,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  vessel  shall 
have  anchored  at  the^nd  of  each  voyage,  and  the  captain  of 
every  vessel  trading  within  the  tropics,  twice  every  year,  in 
th€  months  of  January  and  July,  or  ;a6  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  with  a  printed  <jopy  of  the  harbour  regulations,  or 
6Qch  parts  of  this  act  as  the  commissioners  for  each  port  shall 
iconsider  necessary,  and  shall  provide  for  the  guidance  of  each 
^captain, 

Third-rUhe  harbour-master  for  the  harbour  of  Kingston  shall,   ki^^SS.^"^**^*^ 
and  he  is  hereby  required,  to  do  and  perform  the  undermentioned     ^"*  ^ 
duties,  acts,  matters,  and  things,  in  addition  to  all  others  imposed 
bji  4his  act*  ^ 

He 
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He  shall  demand  from  the  captain  of  every  vessel  entering 
that  harbour  with  gunpowder  on  board,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  delivery,  to  such  master,  of  the  harbour  regu« 
lationSf  the  receipt  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  magazine  at 

Fort-Charles  for  such  gunpowder. 

• 

He  shall  see  that  every  vessel'in  that  harbour  is  at  all  times 
moored  at  a  distance  not  less  than  fifty  fathoms  from  the  near« 
est  wharf,  except  between  the  first  day  of  August  and  the 
thirtieth  day  of  November  inclusive,  during  which  time  the 
distance  shall  be  not  less  than  one  hundred  fathoms  from  the 
nearest  wharf,  and  is  unloaded  and  loaded  by  boats,  except 
whilst  discharging  or  taking  in  cargo  alongside  a  wharf,  as 
liereinafter  provided. 

That  no  vessel  approaches  or  remains  within  a  less  distance 
than  aforesaid  for  the  purpose,  or  on  pretence  of  unloading, 
or  loading  goods  on  or  from  any  wharf^  until  such  wharf  shall 
be  ready  for  her  reception  alongside. 

That  no  vessel  is  allowed  to  remain  alongside  any  wharf  for 
the  purpose  of  unloading  or  loading  for  a  longer  period  than 
hereinafter  mentioned  ;  that  is  to  say : —  ^ 

A  vessel  under  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  burthen,  for 
more  than  four  working  days. 

Above  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons,  and  under  two  hun- 
dred tons,  for  qiore  than  six  working  days. 

From  two  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons^  for  more 
than  eight  working  days. 

Above  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons^  for  more  than  twelve 
working  days. 

But  if  any  vessel  shall,  within  the  period  allowed,  complete 
her  unloading  or  loading,  such  vessel  shall  be  immediately  re* 
moved  from  the  wharf;  and  if  any  vtssel  shall  not  have  com- 
pleted her  unloading  or  loadinj;  within  the  period  allowed,  and 
there  shall  not  be  any  other  vessel  ready  to  unload  or  load  at 
the  same  wharf,  such  vessel  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  at  such 
wharf  until  she  shall  have  completed  her  unloading  or  loading* 
or  there  shall  he  another  vessel  ready  to  come  alongside  such 
wharf  for  the  purpose  of  unloading  or  loading. 

That  whenever  the  business  of  any  wharf  is  incommoded.or 

obstructed  by  more  than  one  vessel  being  moored  at  a  neigh« 

*  bouring 
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bouring  wharfj  the  vessel  first  moored  at  such  neighbouring 
wharf,  is  removed^  if  the  time  allowed  tor  her  unloading  or 
loading  has  expired ;  and»  if  not,  that  the  vessel  which  arrived 
last  is  removed,  until  the  time  allowed  for  unloading  or  loading 
the  vessel  which  first  arrived,  has  expired. 

That  every  vessel,  while  lying  alongside  any  wharf,  has  at 
all  times  a  fit  and  proper  anchor  out  in  a  south  easterly  direc* 
tioo  from  her  bow^,  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  thirty  fathoms. 

That  no  vessel  has  a  bow  fast,  or  stern  fast  attached  or  af« 
fixed  to  any  wharf,  when  such  vessel  is  not  unloading  or  load* 
ing  thereat. 

That  no  vessel  is  allowed  to  swing  within  the  distance  of 
two  hundred  fathoms  from  any  wharf;  and  that  every  vessel 
anchored,  or  lying  within  that  distance,  has  out  at  all  times  a 
good  and  sufficient  anchor  a-head,  in  the  direction  east  south 
east  from  such  vessel,  with  a  good  and  sufficient  cable,  and  a 
proper  kedge  anchor  astern  in  a  direction  west  north  west  from 
such  vessel,  with  a  good  and  sufiicient  hawser  attached  thereto, 
with  huoys  fastened  to  such  anchor  and  kedge  anchor  re« 
spectively  by  buoy  ropes,  which  shall  not  exceed  in  length  the 
depth  of  the  water  where  such  anchor  and  kedge  anchor  re- 
spectively lie  by  more  than  one  fathom. 

That  no  vessel  has  at  any  time  her  anchor  a  cock  bill,  or 
hanging  over  the  bows,  but  that  the  anchor  is  properly  fished 
to  the  ^w,  so  as  not  to  injure  any  boat  or  craft  passing  such 
vessel,  or  taken  on  deck,  if  necessary,  or  required  by  the  per- 
son in  charge  of  any  wharf,  while  such  vessel  shall  be  lying 
alongside  of  such  wbarf. 

Fourtfi— Every  harbour-master  who,  from  ignorance  or  neglect, 
shall  moor,  or  place  any  vessel  in  such  a  position  aft  to  occasion 
damage  to  it,  or  to  any  other  vessel,  or  to  any  wharf,  shall  be  liable 
to  make  good  such  damage,  and  may  be  proceeded  agarnst  by  ac- 
tion of  debt  in  the  supreme  court. 

M/th —Every  harbourmaster  who  shall  omit,  neglect,  or  refuse 
to  do  and  perform  the  several  duties,  matters,  and  things  required 
by  this  act,  or  by  any  regulation  issued  by  the  governor,  in  executive 
committee,  to  he  done  by  him,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  pounds,  and  may  be  removed  from  his  appointment  as 
such  harbour-master. 

St\rth — The  harbour-masters  of  the  several  ports  or  parishes,  men- 
tioned 
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troned  in  schedule  A,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  fees  and  sa- 
laries set  opposite  to  the  port  or  parish  in  schedule  B,  to  this  act 
annexed,  for  which  ihey  are  respectively  the  harbour-masters;  and 
such  fees  and  salaries  shall  be  respectively  payable*  or  collected,  and 
received  in  like  manner  as  the  fees  and  salaries  respectively  apper- 
taining  to  the  respective  offices  are  now  paid,  or  collected,  and 
received. 

Seventh — Every  captain  of  a  vessel,  or  other  person,  who  shall 
commit  any  of  the  following  offences  in  the  harbour  of  Kingston, 
shall,  upon  conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  sixty 

f>ounds,  or  suffer  imprisonment  in  any  prison,  with  or  without  hard 
abour,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  three  months  : 

Who  shall  take  up,  or  carry  away,  without  the  permission  of 
the  harbour-master,  any  earth,  sand,  stones,  or  ballast,  from  the 
pallisaddes. 

Who  shall  not,  within  twenty^four  hours  after  he  has  an- 
chored the  vessel  under  his  command,  deposit  all  the  gunpow- 
der in  such  vessel  at  Fort  Charles,  or  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  he  has  received  the  harbour  regulations;  and,  on 
demand  of  the  harbour-master,  produce  to  such  harbour-master 
a  receipt  from  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  magazine  at  Fort 
Charles  for  such  gunpowder. 

Who  shall  receive  any  gunpowder,  or  knowingly  permit  the 
same  to  be  received  on  board  bis  vessel,  in  the  said  harbour. 

Who  shall  not,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  dropping  an* 
chor,  have  the  flying  jib-boom,  and  main  boom  of  his  vessel 
close  rigged  in,  and  her  sprit  sail-yard  on  deck,  or  fore-and* 
aft,  under  the  boat-sprir,  and  shall  not  so  continue  whilst  such 
vessel  shall  be  within  the  distance  of  two  hundred  fathoma 
from  th^  nearest  wharf. 

Eighth — Every  captain  of  a  vessel,  or  other  person,  who  shall 
commit  any  of  the  following  offences  m  any  harbour,  shall,  upon 
conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  sixty  pounds,  or 
be  imprisoned  in  any  prison,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  three  months : 

Refusing,  or  neglecting  to  moor,  unmoor,  remove,  or  place 
any  vessel  at  the  time,  and  in  the  manner,  directed  by  the 
harbour-master  of  the  harbour  in  which  the  vessel  shall  hap- 
pen to  be. 

Obstructing,  or  hiradering  the  mooring,  unmooring,  re- 
moval 
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moval^  or  placing  of  any  yessel  in  any  harbour,  ordered  by 
(he  harbour  master  to  be  moored,  unmoored,  removed,  or 
placed  in  any  situation,  or  place. 

Obstructing  any  harbour-master  in  the  discharge  of  any  of 
the  duties  imposed  by  this  act^  or  any  regulation  isHued  by 
the  governori  in  executive  committee. 

Throwing,  or  casting  into,  or  depositing  in,  or  causing  to 
be  thrown,  or  cast  into,  or  deposited  in.  any  harbour,  or  part 
thereof,  other  than  the  place  appointed  by  the  harbour- master 
for  the  reception  of  the  same,  any  ballast,  rubbish,  earth, 
stone,  sand,  gravel,  or  other  useless  or  unserviceable  article. 

Throwing,  or  casting  into,  or  letting  go,  or  causing  to  be 
thrown,  or  cast  into,  or  let  go,  in  any  harbour,  or  leaving,  or 
causing  to  be  left  on  the  shore  of  the  sea  of  the  same,  without 
the  permission  of  the  harbour- master,  the  carcass  of  any  ani- 
mal, either  from  on  board  of  any  vessel  in.  or  from  any  part 
of  the  shore  of,  such  harbour. 

Suffering  the  dead  body  of  any  human  being,  or  the  carcass 
of  any  animal,  to  remain  on  board  of  any  vessel  more  than 
twelve  hours. 

Dropping  anchor  at  any  time  between  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember, and  the  thirty-first  day  of  Julvt  inclusive,  at  a  distance 
less  than  fifty  fathoms,  and  at  any  time  between  the  first  day 
of  August,  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  inclusive,  at  ii 
distance  less  than  one  hundred  futhoms  from  the  nearest  wharf. 

Allowing  pitch,  tar,  turpentine,  rosin,  or  other  combustible 
matter  to  be  boiled  or  heated  on  board  of  any  vessel,  or  in  any 
boat,  unless  such  boat  shall  have  been  moored  at  least  thirty 
fathoms  distant  from  the  nearest  vessel  and  wharf. 

Burning,  scorching,  or  paying,  or  allowing  the  side  or  bot- 
tom of  any  vessel  to  be  burned,  scorched,  or  payed  at  any 
place  in  any  harbour  other  iban  a  careening  place^  or  place 
appointed  by  the  harbour-master  for  tbe  purpose* 

Kindling,  or  permitting  a  fire  to  be  kindled,  on  l)o;ir<l  of 
any  vessel,  in  any  other  tlian  a  proper  iron  fire  plact-.  or  ca- 
boose; or  kindling  any  lire,  or  pennittincr  the  same  ro  be 
kindled,  or  kept  burning  after  tliC  hour  of  eight  at  ni«;ta. 

Beatinjr,  blowing,  or  nsinp^,  or  permitting  to  he  beat,  l>liy\vn, 

or  used  on  board  of  any  vessel,  any  drum,  trumplet,  horn,  jar 

li  other 
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other  noisy  instrument  tp  the  disturbance  pr  annoyance  of 
any  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  city  or  town  binding  on,  or  ad* 
jaceut  lo,  the  harbour  in  which  such  vessel  shall  be  lying. 

Employing,  or  causing  to  be  employed,  or  permitting  to 
remain  on  board  of  any  vessel,  any  indentured  apprentice,  or 
immigrant  laborer  under  contract,  without  the  permission  of 

his  master  or  employer. 

Removing  any  vessel  from  one  wharf  to  another,  or  front 
any  other  place  to  a  wharf,  without  having  previously  inform- 
ed the  harbour-master^  and  received  his  direction  in  respect  to 
such  removal. 

Discharging,  or  causing  or  permitting  to  be  discharged^ 
any  (ire-arms  on  board  of  any  vessel ;  a  steam  vessel,  whose 
anchor  is  about  to  be  weighed,  preparatory  to  her  departure^ 
excepted. 

Refusing,  or  neglecting,  whenever  a  boat  is  passing  to  or 
from  any  wharf  to  which  a  vessel  is  attached  by  a  bow  or 
stern  fast,  to  slacken  such  bow  or  stern  fast,  so  as  to  permit 
the  passage  of  such  boat ;  or,  whenever  a  boat  is  veered  astern 
of  any  vessel,  to  haul  such  boat  up  close  astern  of  such  vessel, 
whenever  any  other  vessel  shall  happen  to  be  passing. 

Using  any  net  or  seine  for  catching  fish  (shrimp  nets  ex- 
cepted) having  meshes  in  any  part  thereof  of  less  dimensions 
than  one  inch  and  one  quarter  of  an  inch  between  knot  ami 
knot. 

Using  any  net  or  seine  for  catching  shrimps  of  a  greater 
length  than  two  fathoms  and  one  half  of  a  fathom,  or  joinings 
-two  or  more  of  such  nets  or  seines. 

Cutting,  breaking,  or  untying  the  rope  or  chain  by  which 
any  buoy  is  held  to,  or  connected  with,  any  anchor,  place,  or 
thing ;  or  setting  loose  any  buoy  from  any  anchor,  place,  or 
thing,  to  which  it  shall  have  been  attached. 

Using  an  unlicensed  or  unregistered  boat,  which  shall  not 
belong  to  any  vessel  in  the  harbour,  or  shall  not  be  carrying 
freight  from,  or  to  such  harbour  for  the  vessel  to  which  such 

boat  belongs.

CAP.     VI. 

An  act  tj  nmend  the  laws  relating  to  the  bath  of  SainU 

Thomas  the  Apostle. 

WHEREAS  it  IB  necessary  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the 
bath  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle  :  JSe  it  enacted  hy  the 
governor^  legislative  council^  and  assembly  of  this  island,  andit  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

First — ^The  custos,  and  members  of  assembly  for  the  parish  of 
Saint  Thomas  in  the  East,  the  curate  of  the  parish  of  Bath,  and 
five  other  persons,  residing  in  the  said  parish  of  Bath,  to  b^ 
elected  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  parish  of  Saint  Tho- 
mas in  the  East,  in  special  session  of  no  less  than  five  justices, 
on  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  such  other  persons  residing  in  such 
parish,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  in  like  manner  elected  to  fill 
any  vacancy  from  death,  resignation,  departure  from  the  island,  or 
removal  from  the  parish,  in  the  number  of  five  persons,  so  to  be 
elected,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate*  and  be  incorporated, 
and  have  succession,  by  the  name  of '*  The  Directors  of  the.  JBatl^ 
of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle;^  and  such  directors  shall  hold,  to 
them,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  all  lands  now  belonging  to,  or 
forming  part  of,  the  said  bath  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle,  and 
vested  in  the  present  directors  of  the  same,  and  which  may  hereaN 
ter  be  purchased  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Bath,  or  the  use  of  per- 


sons resorting  to 


the  same. 


Second~l\\e  directors,  under  this  act,  and  their  successors,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  the  name  of  ••  The  IHiec^ 
tors  of  the  Bath  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle^^  to  perform  the 
undermentioned  duties,  acts,  matters,  and  things. 

To  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  in  all  courts  within  this  island,  and  in  all  suits 
whatsoever,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  person  or  body 
politic  or  corporate  might  do. 

To  demise,  lease,  or  rent  any  part,  or  the  whol':;  of  the  lands 
now  belonging  to  the  said  Bath,  or  which  may  hereafter  belong 
to  the  same,  wliich  shall  not  be  required  for  the  purposes  of 
the  said  Bath,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years, 
for  the  most  money  that  can  be  had  or  obtained  for  the  samp. 

To  have  and  use  a  common  seal  for  making,  granting,  and 
demising  such  landtf,  nnd  doing  uU  other  matters  concerning 

the 
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the  said  corporation^  and  to  change  or  alter  such  seal  when- 
ever they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  think  proper  to  do  so. 

To  appoint  a  clerk,  who  shall  reside  in  the  town  of  Bath, 
or  its  immediate  neighbourhood  ;  to  remove  such  clerk  when- 
ever they  shall  think  proper,  and  appoint  another  in  his  stead ; 
to  pay  such  clerk  a  salary  not  exceeding  twentv  pounds  per 
annum,  and  to  fill  up  vacancies  in  the  situation  of  clerk,  when- 
ever they  may  arise  from  death,  dismissal,  resignation,  or  re- 
moval from  the  town  of  Balh,  or  its  immediate  neighbour- 
hood. 

To  employ  such  number  of  servants  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  care  of  the  bath  and  garden,  and  pay  them  reasonable 
wages  for  their  services. 

To  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  good  government  of 
the  bath  and  garden,  and  the  physician,  clerk,  servants,  and 
patients,  resorting  to  the  bath,  for  the  use  of  its  waters ;  which 
rules  and  regulations,  when  approved  of,  and  sealed  with  the 
common  seal  of  the  corporation,  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  they  had  been  included  in,  and  formed  part  of,  this 
act,  and  shall  be  printed  and  hung  up  in  some  part  of  the  pre* 
mises  of  the  said  bath,  to  which  access  is  generally  had  by  pa- 
tients and  others  visiting  the  bath. 

To  meet  quarterly,  in  the  td\vn  of  Bath,  on  the  thirty-first 
March,  thirtieth  June,  thirtieth  September,  and  thirty^first 
December  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
and  inspect  the  premises,  enquire  into  matters  connected  with 
the  bath  and  garden,  and  examine  and  pass  accounts  against 
the  institution,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  think 
proper,  giving  two  weeks'  notice  in  the  Gazette,  by  authority, 
of  the  day  on  which  each  special  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and 
the  purpose  for  which  convened,  at  all  of  which  meetings,  three 
directors  shall  form  a  quorum  to  proceed  with,  and  dispose  of, 
tlie  business  which  shall  come  before  them. 

Third — The  directors  shall  appoint  a  physician  to  the  said  Bath,  Tht,;  Rhaii  appoint  * 
at  a  salary  not  exceeding  forty-eight  j^ounds  per  annum  j  to  remove 
any  such  physician,  and  appoint  another  in  his  stead,  and  to  fill  up 
i^acaiicies  in  such  office  whenever  they  shall  arise  from  death,  dis- 
missal, removal  from  the  town,  or  immediate  neighbourhood  of 
Bath,  or  resignation.

tifth — If  any  officer  of  the  customs  shall  demand  or  receive  any 
fee  for  any  service  performed  by  him  as  such  officer  of  the  customs,

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  fix  the  salariasi  of  the  derks  of 
the  vestries^  and  other  officers,  in  the  several  parishes  :  Be 
it  enacted  by  the  governor^  legislative  council,  and  assembly  of  this 
island,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  foN 
lows  :

Second — The  salaries  to  the  coroners  shall  be,  in  stead  and  in  full 
of  all  fees  to  which  such  coroners  may  be  entitled,  under  any  act  of 
the  legislature  now  in  force,  and  of  commutation  for  mile-money, 
and  printed  forms  under  the  "  Vestry  Election  and  Kegulation 
Act,  1856  ;"  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  vestry  of  any  parish 
to  pay  any  coroner  mile*money,  or  allowance  for  form?,  notwith- 
standing that  a  sum  for  those  purposes  has  been  included  in  the 
estimates  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine— 
sixty. 

Third — That  whenever  a  coroner  shall  be  required  to  perform 
the  duties  of  a  sheriff,  in  the  execution  of  any  writ,  issued  out  of 
any  court  of  this  island,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  the  fee  of 
three  pounds  three  shillingcv,  and  mile-money,  at  the  rate  of  two 
shillings  and  six  pence  for  every  mile  he  shall  have  to  travel  from 
his  place  of  residence  to  the  place  he  is  required  to  go  to  execute 
such  writ;  and  the  plaintiff,  in  every  such  writ,  shall  be  bound  to 
pay  such  fee  of  three  pounds  three  shillings,  and  the  mile-money 
fixed  by  this  act,  to  such  coroner,  before  he  proceeds  to  the  execuLiaa 
of  such  writ  ;  and  the  defendant  shall  be  required  to  pay  such  fee, 
and  mile-money,  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  damages,  and  costs,  of 
the  writ  executed  upon  him. 

iPoMr/A— Upon  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  situation  of  in* 
specter  of  weights  and  measures  for  any  parish  in  which  such  of-

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  lawB 
relating  to  the  marine  hospital^  in  the  town  of  Falmouth^  la 
the  parish  of  Trelawny  :  Bs  it  enacted  by  the  governor,  legislativm 
coundlf  and  assembly  of  this  island^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  thm 
authority  oj  the  same,  as  follows : 

First — The  custos,  and  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  parish  of 
Trelawny  (such  justices  to  be  chosen  on  the  first  day  of  February, 
or  as  soon  after  as  may  be  practicable  in  each  year^  by  a  special 
sessions  to  be  convened  for  that  purpose,)  shall  be  commissioneni 
for  managing  and  governing  the  said  hospital^  and,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  and  executive  committee,  may  appoint 
and  remove  officers  and  servants  ;  and  on  any  removal,  or  other 
vacancy,  appoint  others,  and  make,  or  alter,  or  amend  rules  and  re* 
gulations  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  said  hospital, 
and  the  officers  and  inmates  thereof  ;  and,  subject  to  the  like  ap- 
proval, advertise  for  tenders,  and  take  contracts  for  the  supply  of 
stores,  and  necessaries,  for  the  supply  of  the  said  hospital* 

Second — The  accounts  of,  or  with,  or  against  the  said  hospital, 
shall  be  audited  by  the  commissioner  for  auditing  the  public  ac- 
counts ;  and  orders  may  be  drawn  by  any  two  of  the  commissioners 
above  designated,  the  custos  being  one,  on  the  receiver-general,  for' 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  hospital,  which  shall  be  paid  on 
the  governor's  warrant. 

Third — Accounts,  in  detail,  of  all  receipts  and  expenditure  Ott 
account  of  the  said  hospital,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  receiver-ge*

from  the  captain-general :  Prcwided,  That  the  officer  to  be  ap- 
pointed as  military  secretary  unxier  this  act  shall  not  receive 
any  remumeration  whatever  for  any  services  to  be  performed 
under  this  act.

An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  an  act  to  establish  and  in^ 
corporate  the  Jamaica  Slip  Dock  Company,  passed 
twenty^econd  Victoria,  chapter  thirty-eight,  to  extend 
ike  time  of  commencing  and  completing  the  under^ 
taking,  and  for  transferring  the  company. 

WHEREAS,  since  the  passing  of  the  said  act  to  estabUsh  and 
incorporate  the  Jamaica  Slip  Dock  Company,  the  provi- 
^onal  directors  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  a  subscribed  capital  of 
fifteen  thousand  pounds,  required  by  the  fourth  section  of  the  said 
act,  before  any  of  the  powers  given  by  the  said  act  shall  be  put  in 
fi>rce,  consequently  they  will  not  be  enabled  to  commence  the  coa« 
struction  of  the  said  slip  dock  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  as  required  by  the  second 
section  thereof^  which  period  is  fast  approaching,  and  they  will  re- 
quire an  extension  of  time  for  both  the  above  and  other  purposes  : 
Jifny  it  therefore  please  your  majesty  that  it  may  be  it  enacted  by 
tAe governor,  legislative  council^  and  assembly  of  this  island^  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same :

Tenth — Oa  proof  to  the  satiafaetion  of  the  executive  committee, 
that  any  quantity  of  gunpowder  has  been  imported  or  purchased 
solely  and  exclusively  forminiBgi  blasting,  or  road  purposes  in  this 
island^  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  the  receiver^geueralj  on  the  warrant  of 
the  governor,  to  repay  to  the  person  or  company  who  has  imported 
or  purchased  gunpowder  for  such  purposes,  the  amount  of  duty 
which  shall  have  been  paid  upon  the  quantity  of  gunpowder  so  im- 
ported or  purchased. 

Eleventh — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  importer  of  gunpowder  into 
this  isknd  to  warehouse  the  same  in  the  magazine  of  Port-Royal^ 
without  payment  of  duty  on  the  first  entry  thereof,  subject  never-* 
theless  to  the  rules,  r^ulations,  restrictions,  and  conditions  con- 
tained in  the  act  of  the  seventeenth  Victoria,  chapter  second,  or  any 
other  act  for  tlie  warehousing  of  goods  imported  into  this  i.^Iand,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  respectively  applicable  :  And  provided  further^ 
That  no  such  gunpowder  shall  be  delivered,  except  upon  a  deh'very 
order,  signed  by  the  collector  and  controllerof  customs  in  this  island, 
and  specifying  the  name  of  the  person  to,  or  for  whom  any  such 
powder  is  to  be  delivered,  the  quantity  deliverable,  and  such  other 
particulars  as  such  collector  and  controller  shall  think  necessary: 
And  provided  alsOf  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  in  any  way 
interfere  with,  or  counteract  any  law,  rule,  or  regulation  now  in 
force,  or  practice,  for  the  government  or  regulation  of  the  said  ma- 
gazine at  Port-Royal,  or  the  officers  in  charge  of  Fort  Charles. 

Twelfth — That  the  provision  of  the  sev/enteenth  Victoria,  chapter 
thirty-three,  and  twentieth  Victoria,  chapter  five,  relating  to  draw 
backs,  shall  be  extended,  and  be  allowed  to  operate  in  respect  to  all 
materials  necessary  to  be  used  in  tlie  repairs  of  anj'  vessel  or  yes- 
sels  putting  into  any  harbour  in  this  island,  in  distress,  for  repairs: 
Provided,  That  the  value  of  such  articles,  in  the  aggregate,  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds. 

Thirteenth — So  much  of  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  **  Gun- 
powder and  Fire-Arms*  Act,  1856,**  (nineteenth  Victoria,  chapter 
fourteen),  as  fixes  the  rate  or  standard  of  qliarge  for  storing,  or 
receiving  and  keeping  gunpowder  in  any  fort  or  magazine,,  or  other 
authorized  place  of  deposit,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  repealed ;  and, 
instead  thereof,  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  depositing  gun- 
powder in  any  fort,  or  magazine,  or  authorized  place,  as  by  such 
act  directed,  to  the  captain,  or  person  having  charge  of  such  gun- 
powder — 

Two  shillings  for  every  barrel;  capable  of  contaiiiing  any 
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quantity  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  weight  of  gun^ 
powder : 

One  shilUng  for  every  half  barrel,  capable  of  containing  any 
quantity  nut  exceeding  fifty  pouods  weight  of  gunpowder: 

And  six  pence  for  every  quarter  barrel,  capable  of  containing 
any  quantity  not  exceeding  twentyrfive  pounds  weight  of 
gunpowder.

CAP.   XXV. 

An  act  to  impose  additional  duties  of  customs  on  certain, 
articles  of  export,  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  expending 
ture  of  the  several  parishes. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision,  in  aid'of  the 
parochial  expenditure^  by  an  additional  duty  on  exports : 
Se  it  enacted  by  the  governor,  legislative  council^  and  assembly  of 
this  island^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
as  follows : 

First — In  addition  to  the  duties  already  imposed,  there  shall  be 
raised,  levied,  and  paid  to  her  majesty,  for  the  support  of  thia 
'island,  but  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  expenditure  of  the  several 
patrishes,  upon  the  several  articles  exported  from  this  island,  and 
enumerated  in  the  schedule  A,  hereunto  annexed,  the  several  duties 
therein  respectively  set  forth,  on,  from,  and  afrer  the  first  day  of 
January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  and 
until  the  thirty*firdt  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-one. 

Second  — 
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Second — Such  duties  shall  be  levied,  recovered,  and  received  by  Howie?ubic* 
her  majesty's  officers  of  customs,  under  the  like  regulations  and

CAP.     XXVIL 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  imposition  and  payment  of  du^ 
ties  on  stills^  and  for  other  purposes. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  that  a  further  supply  should  be 
raised  for  the  government  of  this  island  :  Be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  the  governor^  legislative  council^  and  assembly  of  this 
island,  and  it  is  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  ; 
that  is  to  say — 

First — On,  from,  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  March  now  next, 
no  person,  whether  owner,  tenant,  overseer,  or  manager,  or  in 
charge  of  any  place  whereon  or  wherein  spirit  is  distilled,  shall, 
either  himself,  or  by  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  under  his  direction, 
or  with  his  privity,  distil  any  spirit,  either  by  preparing  wash  for 
fermentation,  or  by  the  distillation  of  fermented  wash,  or  have,  or 
keep,  or  use,  any  still  whatever  for  the  purpose  of  making,  or  dia* 
tilling,  or  rectifying,  or  compounding  spirits,  without  having  ficsk 
obtained  a  license  for  that  purpose,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
anH  according  to  the  form  hereunto  annexed,  and  marked  '*  A;''  and 
every  person  as  aforesaid  keeping,  or  having  for  use,  or  using,  .aoy 
still,  or  preparing  wash  for  fermentation,  or  distilliug  fermented 
wash  contrary  hereto,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds* 


Second — Persons  in  partnership,  distilling  spirits  In  one  houae . 
liinone  or  plscc  Only,  shall  not  be  obliged  to  take  out  more  than  one  sudi

penses,  shall  be  carried  by  the  receiver^eneral  to  the  credit  of 
the  public  of  this  island^  as  part  of  the  general  revenue  thereef. 

Eleventh — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  executive  committee  to  re* 
lieve  any  person  from  taking  out  a  license  for  keeping  any  still  for 
the  purpose  of  making  experiments  in  distillation,  where  such  still 
shall  not  be  of  greater  capacity  than  forty  gallons.

the  duties  imposed  by  the  lastly  recited  act  have  been  paid  on  the 
spirits  usedindistilling  or  making  the  cordial,  liqueur,  or  compound, 
for  which  exemption  shall  be  sought. 

Sixteenth— Eyery  penalty  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  recover- 
ed in  a  summary  manner  before  any  two  of  her  majesty's  justices 
of  the  peace  in  the  parish  or  precinct  where  the  offence  was  com- 
mitted ;  and,  in  default  of  payment,  the  justices  shall  have  power 
to  commit  every  offender  to  the  nearest  prison,  there  to  remaia 
without  bail  or  mainprize  for  any  period  not  exceeding  three  ca- 
lendar months,  or  until  he  shall  have  sooner  paid  the  same.

and  other  particulars  relating  thereto,  mentioned  in  the  form  in 
schedule  A,  to  this  act  annexed.

Second — The  justices  and  vestry  of  each  parish  shall,  on  or  le- 
fore  the  first  day  of  March  next,  divide  the  parish  into  as  man^ 
districts  as  they  shall  consider  necessary,'  so  as  to  allow  one 
person  to  visit  every  house,  and  enumerate  its  inhabitants,  within 
the  compass  of  one  daiy. 

Third — The  clerk  of  the  vestry  for  each  parish  shall,  upon  the  di- 
vision aforesaid  being  made,  inform  the  secretary  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  number  of  districts  into  which  his  parish  has  bcea 
divided.

Fourth — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  justices  and  vestry  of  each  pa- 
rish to  appoint  one  person  to  be  an  enumerator  in  each  district  in 
such 'parish,  who  must  be  intelh'gent  and  active,  able  to  read  and 
write  well,  and  have-some  knowledgeof  arithiikitic,  temperate,  or- 
derly, and  respectable,  well  acquainted  with  the  district  in  which  he 
will  be  required  to  act,  and  recommended  by  some  minister  of  reli- 
-gion,  or  oihcr  respectable  householder  of  the  parish,  to  tai^ethe  ac» 
count  of  the  numbers  of  persons  in  such  district,  and  obtain  the 
other  particulars  required  by  this  act ;  and  who  shall  also  beconsi« 
dered  by  the  justices  and  vestry  to  understand  the  manner  in  which 
the  duties  required  of  him  are  to  be  performed. 

Fifth— \t  shall  be  lawful  for  the  justices  and  vestry  of  any  pa- 
rish to  avail  themselves  of  the  gratuitous  services  of,  and  accord- 
ingly to  appoint  any  competent  persons  offering  themselves  to  act 
as  enumerators  under  this  act,  ail  which  appointments  shall  be 
communicated  to  the  executive  committee ;  and  every  person,  «o 
appointed,  shall  be  vested  with,  and  exercise  the  like  authority  and 
powers,  and  be  charged  with,  the  like  duties  and  liabilities  as  any 
other  enumerator  to  be  appointed  under  this  act. 

Sixth — In  case  the  sum  appropriable  to  the  purposes  of  this  Hot 
shall  not  suffice  for  the  remuneration  of  a  number  of  enumeratori, 
equal  to  the  number  of  districts  proposed  by  the  several  justice* 
and  vestry,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  with  the  advicei  of 
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the  executive  committee,  to  direct  the  justices  and  vestry  to  recon- 
sider and  to  make  such  new  divisiofi  or  ajTangement  of  districts, 
and  appointment  of  enumerators  for  the  several  parishes,  or  any 
parishes  or  parish,  as  will  bring  the  expenditi^re  within  the  amount 
appropriable  as  aforesaid,  due  regard  being  had  lo  the  extent,  po- 
pulation, and  other  circumstances  of  the  respective  parishes  ;  and 
thereupon  any  such  last-mentioned  division,  or  arrangement  of  dis- 
tricts, and  appointment  of  enumerators^  shall  be  taken  and  acted 
upon  ^s  the  division  of  districts,  and  appointment  of  enumerators* 
required  by  this  act  for  or  in  respect  of  the  parishes  or  parish  for 
which  th^  same  shall  be  made  respectively. 

iS^i?6n/A— If  any  person,  appointed  an  enumerator,  is  likely  to  be 
incapacitated,  or  shall  be  incapacitated  from  any  cause  from  enter- 
ing upon,  or  performing  his  duties  as  such  enumerator,  he  shall 
immediately  give  intimation  of  such  his  probable  or  actual  inabili- 
Xy  to  the  clerk  of  the  vestry  for  the  parish,  who  shall  thereupon 
appoint  some  other  competent  person  in  the  place  of  the  person  who 
is  likely  to  be,  or  is  so  incapacitated,  to  perform  the  duties  of  enu- 
merator for  the  district  to  which  such  first-named  person  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  vestry.

ILighth — Every  person,  appointed  an  enumerator  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  and  is  hereby  required,  in  the  course  of  the  week  ending

ter upon  any  property,  and  into  every  house," and  to  ask  for,  and 
obtain  from  the  inmates  thereof,  the  forms  aforesaid,  filled  up,  and 
shall  complete  such  of  the  forms  as,  upon  redelivery  thereof  to  him, 
shall  appear  to  be  defective,  and  correct  such  as  he  shall  find  to  be 
erroneous,  which  forms  he  shall  carefully  keep ;  and  also  if,  and 
whenever  it  shall  be  necessary,  otherwise  to  ask  for  and  require  an 
account  of  the  number  of  persons  who  slept  in  every  such  house  on 
the  previous  night,  and  to  ask  for  and  require  all  other  informa* 
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Provision,  in  casa  an 
enumerator  is  incapa- 
citated from  entering 
upon,  or  performing 
hisduties.

reformatory  school,  or  public,  or  charitable  institution,  shall  be  the 
^numerator  of  the  inmates  thereof,  and  shall  furnish  the  clerk  of 
the  vestry  of  the  parish  in  which  the  same  is  situated  with  the  in- 
formation required  by  this  act,  in  one  of  the  forms  in  schedule 
B,  annexed  to  this  act,  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be  practicable,  with 
respect  to  sucli  inmates,  and  with  the  like  declaration  as  to  correct- 
ness, as  is  by  this  act  required  from  each  other  enumerator. 

OFFICE  AND  DUTIES  OF  PAROCHIAL  REGISTRAR.

mentioned  in  schedule  "A,"  to  this  act  annexed,  according  to  the 
form  given  in  such  schedule,  which  return  he  shall^ause  to  be  en 
tered  fair  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  he  shrill 
prepare  and  forward  to  the  secretary  of  the  island,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  two 
copies  of  such  return,  the  correctness  of  wjiich  shall  be  by  the  pi- 
rochial  registrar  declared  unto,  in  like  manner  as  the  enumerators' 
returns  are  required  to  be  declared  unto  under  this  act. 

Sixteenth — That  each  clerk  of  the  vestry  shall,  on  or  before  the

REMUNERATION  OF  OFFICERS,  &c. 

Nineteenth — The  executive  committee,  and  the  clerks  of  the 
vestries,  shall  respectively  be  paid  such  sum  as  the  governor  shall 
consider  adequate^  but  at  rates  not  more  than  as  understated  ; 

To  the  executive  committee,  for  paying  the  clerks  of 
the  vestry  of  the  several  parishes  of  this.island,  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  sixty  pounds,  nor  less  ihan  forty 
pounds,  as  the  executive  committee  may  deem  ex- 
pedient for  their  services.

EXPENDITURE  UNDER  THIS  ACT, 

Twenty-fourth — All  expenses  to  be  incurred  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall^be  paid  out  of  the  perpetual  annuity  fund  gua- 
ranteed to  her  majesty's  government  by  the  act  twenty-third 
Victoria,  chapter  twenty-six,  and  not  out  of  any  other  funds  raised 
for  the  general  contingencies  of  the  government  of  this  island. 

PENALTY  CLAUSES. 

Twenty-fifth — Every  enumerator  who  shall  neglect  to  make 
the  retui  a  for  his  •district,  required  by  this  act,  or  shall  wilfully 
make  a  false  or  incorrect  return  or  declaration^  or  who  shall  delay 
making  up,  declaring  unto,  and  delivering  to  the  parochial  regis- 
trar of  his  district,  all  original  forms  and  returns  obtained  by  him, 
or  who  shall  omit  or  neglect  any  other  duty  required  by  this  act 
to  be  performed ;  and  every  parochial  registrar  making  wilful  delay 
or  default  in  any  of  the  matters  required  of  him  by  this  act,  or  mak- 
ing any  false  return  or  declaration,  shall,  for  every  wilful  neglect 
or  default,  or  false  return,  or  declara(K>n>  or  delay  in  completing 
and  transmitting  to  the  secretary  of  the  executive  committee  the  clas- 
sified tabulated  return  directed  to  be  made  b}'  him,  and  all  original 
papers  delivered  to  him  by  the  euumerators  of  his  parish,  or  other 
omission  or  neglect,  respectively  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceed* 
ing  twenty  pounds,  nor  less  than  five  pounds.

Tweniy- seventh — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  any  house» 
or  the  person  in  possession  of  any  property,  if  he  shall  be  willing 
to  do  so,  to  make  a  return,  in  the  form  left  with  .him  for  that  pur- 
pose, of  all  persons  who  shall  have  slept  in  such  house^  or  in  any 
house  on  such  property,  on  the  night  of  Sunday,  the  said  fifth 
^day  of  May,  and  every  such  occupier,  or  person  shall,  if  asked 
and  required  by  the  enumerator,  furnish  ^uch  other  information 
as  is  by  this  act  required,  which  return  he  shall  sign  and  deHver 
to  the  enumerator  for  his  district,  upon  bis  visiting  such  house 
or  property. 

Twenty -eighth — Should  the  form,  filled  up  and  delivered  to  any 
enumerator  as  aforesaid,  appear  on  the,  face  thereof  to  be  incorrect, 
or  it  be  necessary  for  the  enumerator  to  demand  any  informatioa 
not  contained,  or  explanation  of  any  thing  mentioned  therein,  the 
necessary  explanation  and  information  shall'  be  demanded  by  him, 
and  given  by  the  person  who  filled  up  such  form,  under  a  penalty, 
in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect,  or  of  false  answer  or  information  by 
such  person,  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 

Twenty  ninth — The  several  penalties  imposed  by  this  act  shall 
be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner  before  any  two  justices  of  the 
peace  in  the  parish  where  the  ofience  was  committed. 

INTERPEETATION  CLAUSE. 

Thirtieth — The  word  "house,"  whenever  used  in  this  act, 
shall  mean  an  occupied  dwelling-house,  hut,  shop,  store,  or  wharf,  or 
story,  or  apartment ;  and  every  building  or  tenement  of  which  the 
whole  or  any  part  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  human  habita* 
tion^  or  place  in  which  people  usually  or  occasionally  reside  or  sleep ; 
and  the  word  ''  property,''  shall  mean  any  sugar  estate,  coffee,  or 
other  plantation,  pen,  settlement,  or  premises  on  which  there  shall 
be  more  than  one  house,  as  defined  by  this  section,  occupied  by 
persons  otheir  than  the  owner,  overseer,  tenmnt,  or  person  in 
possession.

CAP.     IL 

An  act  for  the  belter  protection  of  public  property,  and 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  in  the  several  parishes 
of  this  island,  from  accidents  and  dangers  by  fire. 

WHEREAS  it  will  greatly  tend  to  the  security  of  public 
property,  and  of  the  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  se- 
veral principal  towns  in  this  island  from  accidents,  and  dangers 
by  fire,  if  they  were  possessed  of  proper  fire  engines,  and  of  the 
usual  and  necessary  appliances  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires,  and 
if  firewardens  were  appointed  :  Be  it  enacted  by  the  governor^ 
legislative  council^  and  assembly  of  this  island,  and  it  is  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same, 

First — That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  it  shall  be 
lawful,  where  parishes  are  or  may  be  provided  with  proper  fire 
engines,  and  the  necessary  implements,  hose,  and  sockets,  for  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of  each  parish,  in  session  asseml}led,  yearly, 
and  every  year  afterwards,  and  they  arc  hereby  required  to  meet, 
to  elect  seven  fit  and  proper  inhabitants  of  the  principal  town  in 
each  parish,  as  firewardens,  two  of  them  at  least  to  be  justices  of 
the  peace  for  the  parish,  and  residing  in  such  town,  or  within 
half  a  mile  of  such  town,  and  the  other  five  to  be  householders 
of  such  town,  and  residing  in  such  town,  and  who  shall  hencefor- 
ward be  denominated  *'  The  Fire  Wardens  for  the  Current  Year," 
and  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath,  which  oath  may 
be  administered  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  parish  :  Pro- 
vided always^  That  where  two  justices  do  not  reside  in*  the  town, 
or  within  half  a  mile  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  justices, 
assembled  as'aforesaid,  there  to  elect  one  justice  so  situated,  and, 
in  failure  of  one,  then  to  elect  seven  householders,  residing  within 
such  town,  •

guidance  .of  such  fire  company  as  aforesaid. 

Fourth — That  in  case  of  the  death,  or  removal  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  firewardens  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
justices  as  aforesaid  to  elect  another,  or  others  in  their  place. 

Thit  act  not  to  extend  Fifth — ^That  such  parishes,  for  which  there  are  special  enact- 
iJeCTS'e^cimintt  iDents  relating  to  the  protection  of  property  against  fire,  and  the 
relating  to  fire.  establishing  of  firewardens,  shall  not  come  under  the  provisions  of

First — This  act  shall  come  into  operation  on,  from,  and  af- 
ter the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-one. 

Second — Whenever  any  sailing  vessel  now  under  the  provi-

An  act  for  carrying  into  execution^  in  this  island,  a  The 
JVest  Indian  Incumbered  Estates'  Acts,  1854 — 1858.'' 

WHEREAS  by  an  act  of  the  imperial  parliament,  made  Pr«w»we. 
and  passed  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  her 
most  gracious  majesty  queen  Victoria,  to  be  cited  as  "  The 
West  Indian  Incumbered  Estates'  Act,  1854,"  it  is,  amongst 
other  things,  enacted,  that  her  majesty  may,  from  time  to  time, 
by  order  in  council,  direct  the  said  act  to  come  into  operation 
in  any  of  the  colonies  mentioned  in  the  schedule  thereto  an- 
nexed ;  and  that  thereupon,  but  not  otherwise,  the  same, 
should  have  the  force  of  law  in  such  colony ;  ami  it  is  there- 
by expressly  declared,  that  no  such  order  in  council  shall  he 
made  until  the  legislature  of  such  colony  has  presented  an  ad- 
dress to  her  majesty,  praying  her  majesty  to  issue  such  or- 
der; and  has  also,  to  the  satisfaction  of  her  majesty's  princi- 
pal secretary  of  state  for  the  colonies,  made  provision  for  the

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  a  searching  enquiry  should 
be  made  into  the  management  of  the  public  hospital  and 
lunatic  asylums  of  this  island,  with  the  view  of  remedying  the  al- 
leged defects  or  abuses  therein  ;  and  that  a  commission  for  that 
purpose  should  be  appointed,  as  hereinafter  mentioned :  Be  it 
enacted  by  the  governor^  legislative  council^  and  assembly  of  this 
island^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  oj  the  same^  as 
follows : 

First — That  the  honorable  Alexander  Gordon  Fyfe,  the  honor- 
able Robert  Hamilton,  M.  D.  the  honorable  Alan  Ker,  Richard 
J.  OTlaherty,  esquire,  M.  D.  deputy  inspector-general  of  army 
hospitals,  and  Charles  Richard  Kinnear,  esquire,  M.  D.  deputy 
inspector-general  of  navy  hospitals  and  fleets,  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed commissioners,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Public  Hospital  and 
Lunatic  Asylums*  Commission,*'  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring  object  of  cnquinr* 
into  the  past  and  present  management,  and  into  the  state  and 
condition  of  the  said  public  hospital  and  lunatic  asylums  of  King- 
ston, and  of  reporting  thereon ;  and  recommending  such  amend-

previous  to,  or  upon  the  closing  of  the  poll,  that  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  any  candidate  or  voter  of  the  parish  to  petition  the  house 
of  assembly  for  a  scrutiny  ofi  such  election,  such  candidate  or 
voter  shall,  by  himself  or  his  agent,  within  twenty-one  days 
after  the  election,  deliver  to  the  person  elected  a  list  of  the  vo- 
ters objected  to  by  him,  either  by  personal  service,  or  hy  leav- 
ing such  list  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  the  person 
elected;  or,  in  his  absence  (rom  the  island,  then  by  personal 
service  upon  the  procuration  attorney,  if  known,  or  person  who 
appeared  as  the  agent  of  such  elected  candidate  at  the  election, 
or  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  such  attorney  or  agent ;

sand pounds,  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  former  act, 
standing  at  the  credit  of  the  trustees  of  the  free  school  of  the

quarterly  accounts,  in  detail,  of  the  disbursements  incurred  and 
paid,  before  the  executive  committee,  and  also  publish  ap  abstract 
of  the  same  (when  audited),  in  the  Jamaica  Gazette,  by  authority. 

Nineteenth — Ihe  receiver  general  shall  pay  monthly,  to  the 
order  of  the  several  inspectors,  for  themselves,  and  the  sergeants 
and  privates  of  their  respective  districts,  such  sums  of  money, 
according  to  the  rates  allowed  by  this  act,  as  shall  be  shown 
to  be  due  by  a  pay  bill  to  be  sent  up  to  the  receiver-general, 
certified  by  the  inspector  of  the  district,  and  the  secretary  : 
Provided,  That  a  copy  of  the  previous  pay  bijl,  declared  to 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  by  the  inspector,  and  having  Ihe 
signatures  or  marks  of  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
set  opposite  the  several  sums  therein  set  down  as  their  pay, 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  receiver-gencral,  or  the  payment  and 
discharge  of  such  previous  pay  bill  shall  be  otherwise  satisfacto- 
rily accounted  for,  before  any  further  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the 
order  of  any  such  inspector. 

Trveniieth  —The  receiver-general  shall  pay  quarterly,  to  the 
several  inspectors  for  the  time  being,  such  sums  of  money  as  shall 
be  required  to  provide  wood  and  water  for  the  sergeants  and  pri- 
vates, and  for  postages,  stationery,  and  other  expenses,  not  by 
this  act  expressly  provided  for,  according  to  a  quarterly  estimate 
to  be  submitted  by  each  such  inspector,  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary  :  Provided,  That  the  expenses  for  wood  and  water 
shall  not  exceed  in  any  case  twenty-five  shillings  per  man  per 
annum  ;  and  that  the  whole  contingencies  for  any  one  year  for

Vale,  or  Saint  George,  fifty  pounds  per  annum  ;  nor  in  either  of 
the  parishes  of  Saint  David,  Port- Royal,  Portland;  Vere,  Saint 
John,  or  Saint  Dorothy,  twenty-five  pounds  per  annum;  but  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  executive 
committee,  to  appropriate,  in  lieu  of  any  previously  occupied  sta- 
tion, and  to  direct  the  occupation  of  any,  or  any  part  of  any  pub- 
lic or  parochial  building  which  may  be  eligible  as  a  police  station 
in  any  parish,  and  for  that  purpose  to  cause  any  necessary  repairs 
to  be  made  thereto,  the  expense  of  which  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  fund  by  this  act  allowed  for  rent  of  police  stations  in  such  pa- 
rish.

X/ijrHEREAS  the  provisions  of  an  act,  passed  in  the  sixth 
^  ^  year  of  the  reign  of  her  majesty  queen  Victoria,  chap- 
ter thirty-eight,  for  the  punishnnent  of  breaches  of  trust  by 
tradesmen,  have  been  found  inadequate  for  the  prevention  or 
check  of  frauds  by  dislionest  tradesmen,  and  it  is  necessary 
to  make  other  and  more  stringent  provisions  for  the  punish- 
ment of  such  frauds  :  J5c  il  enacted  by  the  governor,  legislative 
council,  and  assembly  of  this  island,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,jBLS  follows  : 

First— The  said  recited  act  (sixth  VictoriaT,  chapter  thirly- 
eight),  is  hereby  repealed. 

Second — Notwithstanding  the  repeal  of  the  said  act,  all  of- 
fences thereunder  may  b^  dealt  with  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
same, were  still  unrepealed:  Provided,  That  any  complaint 
for  any  such  offence  be  preferred  within  six  months  from  the 
passing  of  this  act. 

Third — If  any  tradesman  shall  contract  with  any  person  to 
perform  any  work  for  reward  (whether  the  amount  of  such  re- 
ward shall,  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  contract,  be  fixed 
and  agreed  upon  or  not),  and  if,  in  pursuance,  of  on  the  faith 
of  such  contract,  such  tradesman  shall  receive,  as  and  by  way 
of  advance,  or  in  anticipation  of  such  reward,  any  sum  or  sums 
of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  ten  pounds, 
or  if  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 
sum  of  ten  pounds  shall  be  paid  to  such  tradesmen  [tradesman}

WHEREAS,  for  the  further  encouragement  of  immigra- 
tion into  this  island,  it  has  been  found  advisable  to 
make  other  provision  than  that  now  by  law  provided  for  the 
repayment  of  the  cost  o(  importation,  and  other  expenses  in- 
cidental to  the  introduction  of  immigrants;  and  it  is  also  ex- 
pedient to  provide  more  specific  and  permanent  means  thaa 
at  present  exist,  for  raising  the  additional  funds  required  for 
such  immigration :  JBe  it  enacted  by  the  governor^  legislative 
council^  and  assembly  of  this  island^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  oj  the  same^  as  follows  : 

First — Passage-money  shall  be  paid  only  for  such  immi« 
grants  as  shall  be  landed  alive  in  this  island. 

Second — To  remove  doubts  as  to  the  sums  to  be  forfeited 
and  paid  by  applicants  for  immigrants,  who  should  afterwards 
refuse  to  accept  the  services  of  those  allotted  to  them  under  the 
provisions  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  "  Immigration  Act, 
1858,"  (twenty-second  Victoria,  chapter  one),  every  a[U)li  • 
cant,  so  refusing,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  in  lieu  of  any  other 
moneys  payable  under  the  said  act,  a  sum  equivalent  to  one 
pound  for  each  year  every  such  immigrant  would  otherwise  be 
indentured  to  him,  together  with  the  cost  of  ford  and  lodging, 
incurred  by  the  island  between  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  such 
immigrant  and.  the  transfer  of  his  services,  to  some  other  per- 
son ;  such  cost  to  be  ascertained  and  fixed  by  the  agent  gene- 
ral, and  the  whole  of  the  aforesaid  moneys,  or  such  amount 
as  the  governor  shall  see  fit  to  direct,  shall  be  immediately 
enforceable  under  the  provisions  of  this-act. 

Third — In  lieu  of  the  allowance  of  six  shillings,  by  the  se- 
cond section  of  the  'immigration  Act,  1868,"  (twenty-second 
Victoria,  chapter  one),  provided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  go-* 
vernor,  with  the  advice  of  the  executive  committee,  from  and 
after  the  passing  of  this  act,  to  direct  payment  to  each  sub- 
agent  of  immigration  in  this  colony,  for  remuneration  for  his 
services  in  that  office,  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  two  shil* 
lings,  and  not  exceeding  six  shillings  for  each  immigrant 
per  annum  placed  under  his  caro  and  inspection,  which  rate 
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respectively  shall  be  calculated  with  regard  to  the  number, 
and  circumstancesof  location,  of  such  immigrants  in  eachcase. 

Fourth — That  the  ninth  section  of  the  "Chinese  Immi^gra--

been  so  given  ;  or,  in  case  of  notice  by  letter,  or  otherwise, 
through  the  post-office  of  the  district  in  which  the  estate  on 
which  such  immigrant  is  to  be  employed  shall  be  situate,  from

or  rate :  Provided^  That  in  no  case  shall  any  rate  be  established  of 
an  amount  exceeding  the  now  existing  rate  for  which  the  same  may 
be  substituted.

An  act  in  aid  of  «  The  Rural  Constabulary  and  Re^ 
ward  Fund  Actf  1858,"  [twenty ^second  Victoria^  chaiK 
tersixjy  and  to  extend  the  provisions  thereof  for  the 
establishment  of  a  constabulary  within  the  city  and 
parish  of  Kingston. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  certain  furtlier  provisions 
in  aid  of  the  '*  Rural  Constabulary  and  Reward  Fund  Act, 
1858,"  (twenty- second  Victoria,  chapter  six),  and  to  establish  a 
constabulary  in  the  city  and  parisli  of  Kingston  for  the  like  pur- 
poses, and  with  the  like  powers  as  are  provided  in  respect  to  the 
rural  constabulary  under  such  act,  as  amended  hereby  :  Be  it  enact- 
ed by  the  governor^  legislative  council,  and  assembly  of  this  island, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  as  follows : 

First — All  special  sessions,  required  from  time  to  time  to  be 
called  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  recited,  or  of  this  act,  shall  be 
convened  in  like  manner  as  directed  by  the  third  section  of  the  re- 
cited act,  in  respect  to  the  purpose  in  such  section  mentioned. 

Second —livery  constable  already,  or  to  be  appointed  under this» 
or  the  recited  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid  for  his  services  on  a 
certificate,  which  shall  be  given  by  the  justice  by  whom  lie  shall 
have  been  ordered  or  called  out  on  duty,  and  which  sliall  shew  the 
service  for  which  he  was  called  out,  the  period  of  service,  and  the 
sum  payable  therefor,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  recited  act. 

Third — Every  such  certificate  shall,  by  the  constable  in  whose 
favor  it  shall  be  given,  be  delivered  to  the  inspector,  or  nearest 
sergeatit  of  police  of  the  parish  in  which  such  constable  resides, 
and  the  inspector  of  police  for  such  parish,  or  the  district  in  which 
such  parish  is  situate,  shall  collect  every  certificate  so  delivered 
to  himself,  or  the  Sergeants  of  his  division,  and  transmit  the  same 
to  the  commissioner  for  examining  the  public  accounts  at  such  pe- 
riod at  which  he  shall  forward  ihe  bills  for  the  police  pay  of  his 
division  ;  and  shall,  together  with  the  police  pay  aforesaid,  draw 
from  the  receiver-general  the  amount  which  shall  be  certified  by

Fourth — AH  such  payments  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the 
justices  present  at  such  respective  court,  who  shall  superintend  such 
payments;  and,  in  case  of  any  question  arising  in  any  respect,  the 
said  justices  ^hall  have  power  to  give  directions  for  the  settlement 
of  £uch  question  ;  and  if  only  one  present,  or  if  for  that  or  any  other 
reason  there  shall  be  no  court,  at  the  usual  monthly  period,  the 
inspector  shall  make  the  payments  aforesaid  in  the  presence  of  any 
justice,  who  may  be  present,  and  who  shall  superintend  the  same, 
and  have  the  like  power  as  aforesaid  of  settling  any  question. 

Fifth —U  there  be  no  justice  present,  the  inspector  shall  never- 
theless make  the  payments  to  the  several  constables  present,  and  the 
inspector  shall  lay  before  the  justices  or  justice  present  a  statement 
of  all  payments  to  constables,  as  herein  directed  ;  and,  where  no 
justice  shall  be  present,  then  a  return  thereof  to  the  next  district  or 
other  court  of  petty  sessions  after  the  same  shall  be  made  respec- 
tively ;  and  every  «uch  statement,  and  return,  shall  be  preserved 
by  the  clerk  of  the  magistrates  of  the  said  parish ;  and  the  several 
inspectors  shall  take  all  the  means  in  their  power  of  notifying  to 
tlie  constables  under  the  recited  and  this  act  in  their  several  dis- 
tricts, that  payment  for  their  services  will  be  made  at  the  times  and 
in  the  manner  herein  directed. 

Sixth — The  custos,  and  justices  of  the  parish  of  Kingston,  shall, 
at  or  [a]  special  sessions  to  be  for  such  purpose  convened,  from  time 
to  time  appoint,  according  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  dis- 
cretion, fit  and  proper  persons,  being  male  inhabitants,  who

in  a  condition  of  want  and  distress,  or  soliciting  alms,  or  wan- 
dering in  the  streets  and  highways,  or  sleeping  therein,  or  in 
any  unenclosed  piazza,  or  unoccupied  house  or  outbuilding, 
or  portion  of  the  same,  or  not  having  any  home,  or  settled 
place  of  abode,  or  lawful  or  visible  means  of  subsistence,  for 
whose  good  behaviour  no  assurance  shall  be  given  to  the  jus-

^T/HEREAS  it  is  expedient  for  the  better  projection  of 
Vt  property,  that  an  act,  passed  in  the  third  year  of  the 
rei{rn  of  her  present  inajej*iy,  chapter  thirteen,  and  an  act,  pass- 
ed in  tlie  seventh  year  of  her  present  innjesty,  chapter  forty., 
one,  shonhl  he  repealfd  :  Be  it  Iheret'ore  enacted  bif  the  gover* 
nor^  lei(islatwe  council  and  assembly-ot  this  her  mnjesfy^s  islar^d^ 
and  il  is  hereby  enwted  by  tijeauthorifyof  the  same^  That  the  said 
acts  Jbe,  and  stand  repealed.

WHEREAS  the  twenty  .sixth  section  of  the  fourteenth 
chapter  of  the  seventh  Victoria,  limits  the  punislxment 
of  the  offender,  in  the  event  of  non-payment  of  a  pecuniary 
penalty,  not  exceeding  forty  shillings,  to  ten  days'  imprison* 
ment:  And  whereas  such  imprisonment  is  not  deemed  suffi* 
cient  as,  in  comparison  with  the  amount  authorised  to  be  im- 
posed by  the  said  act :  Be  it  there/ore  enacted  by  the  governor, 
legislative  council,  and  ai^scmbly  of  this  island^  That  the  justices 
shall  be  empowered,  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  to 
extend  the  punishmentof  imprisonment  in  every  case  in  which 
the  sentence  shall  be  hard  labor,  in  the  event  of  non-payment 
of  the  pecuniary  penalty,  not  exceeding  forty  shillings,  to  a 
term  not  exceeding  thirty  d%iys,  instead  of  ten  days.

"^ET^HEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  ''The  Main  Road 
^^     Act,  1857;"  Be  it  enacted  by  the  governor,  legislative 
council,  and  assembly  o/ this  island,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
^ame,  as  follows  :  • 

First — The  office  of  county  commissioner^  under  the  above 
recited  act,  is  hereby  abolished. 

Second — The  commissioners  of^ighways  and  bridges  in  each 
parish^  under  any  act  now  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force,  shall,  oa 
or  before  the  tenth  day  of  April  in  each  and  every  year,  elect  not 
exceeding  three  of  their  own  body,  who  shall  consent  to  be  com* 
missioners  for  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  main  roads  in 
such  parish,  and  for  other  purposes  of  this  act,  who,  in  conjunc* 
tion  with  the  oustos,  or  senior  magistrate  representing  the  cus-^ 
%08,  shall  be  called  "  Local  Main  Road  Commissiokebs." 
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Third-^Vhe  local  main  road  commissioners  in  each  parish 
shall  meet  from  time  to  time,  as  they  shall  think  fit,  by  a  notice, 
in  writing,  signed  by  any  two  of  such  commissioners,  of  whom 
the  custos  shall  be  one,  and  any  two  of  such  commissioners 
shall,  at  any  time,  form  a  quorum  for  the  despatch  of  business. 

Fourth — The  clerk  to  the  parochial  board  of  commissioners  of 
highways  and  bridges,  under  any  act  now  or  hereafter  to  be  in 
force,  shall  be  the  clerk  to  the  board  of  local  main  road  com- 
missioners, established  under  this  act,  and  shall  receive  annual- 
ly, over  and  above  his  salary  as  clerk  to  the  parochial  boards, 
the  sum  often  {younds  per  annum  for  his  services  under  this  act. 

Fi/lh — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  local  main  road  com- 
inissioners  : 

First — To  aid,  and  assist,  and  act  under  the  instructions

some  competent  person,  if  the  county  engineer  is  away, 
any  work  or  repairs  executed,  or' in  progress  on  any  ac- 
count, or  application  for  an  advance  of  money,  being  pre- 
sented  to  them  for  attestation,  before  attesting  the  same, 
and  before  sanctioning  payment  of  the  amount,  or  of  any

Any  person  who  shall  drive,  or  act  as  the  driver  of  any 
Wagon,  cart,  or  other  such  carriage,  not  having  the  oWa- 
er's  name  as  by  law  required  painted  and  remaining  legible 
thereon,  and  who  shall  refuse  to  tell,  or  to  discover  the 
true  names  of  the  owner  or  principal  owners  of  such  wagon, 
cart,  or.  carriage : 

Any  driver  of  any  wagon,  cart,  or  other ,  carriage,  or  of 
any  horses,  mules,  or  oilier  beasts  of  draught  or  burthea

Any  person,  riding  on  any  horse  or  beast,  or  driving  any 
sort  of  carriage,  who  shall  ride  or  drive  the  same  furiously, 
so  as  to  endanger  the  life  or  limb  of  any  passenger : 

Every  such  driver  offending  as  aforesaid  shall  and  may, 
by  the  authority  of  this  act,  with  or  without  any  warrant, 
be  apprehended  by  any  person  who  shall  see  such  offence 
committed,  and  shall  be  conveyed  before  any  ju&tice  of  the 
peace,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law ;  and  if  any  6uch 
driver  shall  refuse  to  discover  his  name,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  sufch  justice  of  the  peace,  before  whom  he  shall 
be  taken,  or  to  whom  any  such  complaint  shall  be  made,  to 
commit  him  to  the  common  gaol  or  house  of  correction,

bridge,  or  to  pass  over  or  against  the  banks  appertaining  to  any 
road  or  bridge,  which  are  to  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair 
under  the  provisions  of  any  act  novv  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force; 
or  shall,  by  any  negligence  or  wilful  misbehaviour  cause  any 
hurt  or  damage  to  any  such  road  or  bridge,  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion of  any  such  offence,  before  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of 
the  parish  where  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  forfeit,  for 
every  such  offence,  any  sum  not  exceeding  forty  shillings,  with 
costs,  to  any  person  who  shall  make  such  complaint ;  and,  in 
default  of  payment  thereof,  shall  be  committed  to  the  nearest 
prison  for  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  at  the  discretion  of  the  convicting  justices.

or  section  of  road,  during  such  time  as  the  same  shall  continue 
dangerous,  and  to  cause  a  light,  during  each  night,  to  be  con- 
spicuously placed  at  or  near  to  such  bridge,  or  section  of  road, 
to  warn  travellers  of  such  danger,  under  a  penulty  of  live 
pounds  on  any  such  toll  keeper  or  contractor  respectively  for 
every  omission  in  any  of  the  respects  last-mentioned  ;  and, 
with  respect  to  any  toll  gate,  the  tolls  of  which  shall  have  been 
leased  by  any  existing  lease,'  and  in  respect  to  any  existing  con- 
tract for  repairs  as  aforesaid,  the  main  road  connnissioners,  or  the 
commissioners  of  highways  ^d  bridges  of  the  said  parish,  as  the 
case  may  require,  may  make  such  reasonable  allowance  for  such 
respective  light  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper.

imprisonroent,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  period  not  ex* 
ceeding  fifteen  days. 

Twenttf-^rst — If  any  proprietor,  or  occupier  of  any  lands  ad- 
jacent to  any  road,  or  any  engineer,  or  contractor,  shall  dijr  any 
pit,  or  make  any  cut  at  the  bide  of  any  such  road,  which  shall  be 
dangerous  to  travellers  and  their  animals,  and  shall  not  fenca; 
the  same  when  required  so  to  do  by  any  local  main  road  com- 
missioner, or  waywarden,  or  any  commissioner  of  highways  and 
bridges  of  the  parish,  or  other  person  acling  under  their  or  either 
of  their  authority,  such  proprietor  or  occupier,  engineer  or  con- 
tractor, shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  shil- 
lings for  every  day  such  pit  or  cut  shall  continue  to  be  unfenced 
beyond  three  days  after  he  shall  have  been  required  as  aforesaid; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful,  after  siich  requisition,  for  the  said  way«- 
warden,  or  commissioner,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  fenced  at  the 
expense  of  such  proprietor  or  occupier,  or  engineer,  orcontruc- 
tor,  which  expense,  if  not  paid  on  demand,  shall  be  recovered 
as  any  penalty  under  this  act  may  be  recovered.

recompense  to  the  proprietor  or  occupier  of  such  grounds  for 
the  damages  he  may  sustain  thereby;  and,  in  case  such  county 
engineer,  or  waywarden,  and  proprietor,  or  occupier  shall  differ 
as  to  the  amount  of  such  damages,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
commissioners  of  main  roads,  in  board  assembled,  to  hear  and 
determine  all  questions  as  to  the  amount  of  such  damages,  and 
the  expense  attending  the  same. 

Twenty 'third— The  owner,  or  ocdi|>ier,  or  his  agent,  attor  ney, 
or  overseer  respectively,  of  the  land  next  adjoining  to  any 
road  or  bridge  shall  cut,  prune,  or  lop  the  fences,  and  also  cut,, 
prutie,  or  lop  branches  of  trees,  bushes,  or  shrubs  growing- 
tn  or  near  such  fences  of  the  land  adjoining  asiiforesaid,  (sucU 
fences,  trees,  orshrubs  not  being  in  any  garden,  or  orchard,  walk,, 
or  avenue  to  any  house,  nor  any  tree,  bush,  or  shrub,  being  an 
ornament  or  shelter  to  a  house,  unless  the  same  shall  hang  over 
the  road  or  bridge,  or  any  part  thereof,  so  as  to  impede,  or  aor*  ' 
noy  any  carriage,  or  person  travelling  thereon),  in  such  manner 
that  the  cpad  or  bridge  shall  not  be  prejudiced  by  the  shade 
thereof  and^That  the  sun  and  wind  may  not  be  excluded  frdm 
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such  road,  to  the  damage  thereof ;  and  if  any  sach  owner,  or  oc- 
cupier, his  agent,  attorney,  or  overseer,  shall  not,  within  fourteea 
days,  after  notice  given,  in  writing,  for  that  purpose  by  any  lo- 
cal noain  road  commissioners  for  the  time  being  for  any  parish 
in  respect  to  main  roads,  or  by  the  commissioners  of  highways 
and  bridges  for  the  several  parishes,  or  by  the  waywardens,  or 
other  persons  respectively  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed  by 
them  for  such  purposes,  in  respect  to  parochial  roads,  cut, 
prune,  and  lop,  or  cause  to  be  cut,  pruned,  or  lopped,  such 
fences,  or  cut  down  or  lop,  or  cause  to  be  cut  down  or  lopped,

be  recovered,  together  with  costs,  if  any  incurred  on  the  pro- 
ceeding,  in  like  manner  as  any  penalty  may  by  this  act  be  re- 
covered. 


Ttventy- fourth — If  any  person  shall,  with  any  horse,  mule,  ass, 
cattle,  beast,  or  carriage,  go  off,  or  pass  from  any  turnpike  road 
through  or  over  any  land  or  ground  near  or  adjoining  thereto 
(not  being  a  public  road,  and  such  person,  not  being  the  owner, 
or  occupier,  or  servant,  or  one  of  the  family  of  the  owner  or  oc- 
•  cupier  of  such  land  or  ground),  with  intent  to  evade  the  pay- 
ment of  the  toll  granted  by  any  act  of  the  legislature  of  this 
island,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force ;  or  if  any  owner  or  occu- 
pier of  any  such  land  or  ground  shall  knowingly  or  wittingly 
permit  or  suffer  any  person  (except  as  aforesaid)  with  any 
horse,  mule,  ass,  cattle,  beast,  or  carriage  whatsoever  to  go  or 
pass  through  or  over  such  land  or  ground  with  intent  to  evade 
any  such  toll  ;  or  if  any  person  shall  give  or  receive  from  any 
person  other  than  the  collector  of  the  toll,  or  forge,  counterfeit, 
or  alter  any  note  or  ticket  directed  to  he  given  by  any  such 
collector,  with  intent  to  evade  the  payment  of  the  tolls,  or  any 
part  thereof ;  or  it  any  person  shall  fraudulently  or  forcibly  pass 
through  any  toll  gate  with  any  horse,  mule,  ass,  cattle,  beast, 
or  carriage,  or  shall  leave  upon  the  said  road  any  horse,  mule, 
ass,  cattle,  beast,  or  carriage  whatsoever,  by  reason  whereof  the 
payment  of  any  toll  or  duties  shall  be  avoided,  or  lessened,  or 
shall  take  cff,  or  cause  to  be  taken  off,  any  horse,  mule,  ass,  or 
other  beast  or  cattle  from  any  carriage,  either  before  or  after 
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having  passed  through  any  toll  gate,  every  such  person  shall^ 
for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  exceeding 
five  pounds, 

Ttventy^fifth — If  any  person  whatsoever  shall  wilfully  or 
maliciously  pull  down,  pluck  up,  throw  down,  level,  or  other- 
wise destroy  or  damage  any  turnpike  gate,  or  any  chain,  rail^ 
post,  or  bar,  or  other  fence  belonging  to  any  turnpike  gate,  or 
any  other  chain,  bar,  or  fence  of  any  kind  whatsoever  set  up  or 
erected^  or  hereafter  to  be  set  up  or  erected  to  prevent  passen* 
gers  passing  by  without  paying  any  toll  directed  to  be  paid  by 
any  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  island  now  or  hereafter  to  be  ia 
force  relating  thereto,  or  any  house  erected,  or  to  be  erected  for 
the  use  of  any  such  turnpike  gate,  or  shall  forcibly  rescue  any 
person,  being  lawfully  in  custody  of  any  officer  or  other  person 
for  any  of  the  offences  before  mentioned,  then,  and  in  any  of  the 
said  cases,  every  person,  so  offending,  being  thereof  lawfully 
convicted,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  fehmy  ;  and  shall  be  sen- 
tenced to  hard  labor  for  a  period  not  exceeding  seven  years,  cr» 
in  mitigation  thereof,  may  suffer  such  other  punishment  as  the 
court  may  direct. 

Twenly-bixth—The  main  road  commissioners,  or  commit* 
sioners  of  any  road,  as  the  case  may  require,  at  a  public  meeting 
respectively  may,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered,  if  they  think 
fit,  to  direct  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  otherwise  against  the 
offender  for  any  nuisance,  or  any  offence  done,  committed,  or 
continued  in  or  upon  any  road  under  their  care  respectively^  or 
to  recover  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  incurred  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  or  any  other  act  now  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force,  at 
the  expense  of  the  revenues  belonging  or  applicable  to  such 
road,  to  be  allowed  by  such  respective  commissioners  at  some 
subsequent  meeting. 

Twenty-'seventh — In  case  any  person  shall  resist  or  make  forci- 
ble opposition  against  any  person  employed  in  the  due  execQ- 
tion  of  this  act,  or  any  other  or  future  act  made  for  makings 
amending,  or  repairing  any  road,  or  shall  assault  any  county 
engineer,  local  main  road  or  other  commissioner,  waywarden^ 
surveyor,  or  any  .collector  of  the  tolls  in  the  Execution  of  bi» 
office,  or  shall  pass  through  any  turnpike  gate  or  gates,  rail  or 
rails,  chain  or  chains  of  other  fence  or  fences  set  up,  or  to  be 
set  up  by  authority  of  this  or  any  such  act  of  the  legislature  of 
this  island  now  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force,  without  paying  the 
toll  appointed  to  be  paid  at^  such  gate  or  other  fence^  oi;  slpall 
hinder,  or  make  any  rescueof  cattle  or  other  goods  distrailied 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  every  such  person,  offending  therein  shall^  for 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  pounds^ 
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at  the  discretion  of  the  justice  or  justices  of  the  peace  before 
whom  be  or  she  shall  be  convicted. 


Twenty  ^eighth — And  whereas  oflfences  may  be  committed  against 
thisact  or  other  acts  for  making,  maintaining,  andrepairingturnpike 
roads  by  persons  unknown  to  the  col lectorc>,  or  other  officers :  Be 
it  therefore  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  local 
main  road  commissioner,  or  any  commissioner  of  any  road,  or 
their  secretary,  or  clerk,  or  clerks,  or  their  collectors,  surveyors,  or 
other  officers  respectively,  and  such  other  person  or  persons,  as  he 
or  they  shall  call  to  his  or  their  assistance,  without  any  warraat  or 
other  authority  than  this  act,  to  seize  and  detain  any  unknown 
person  who  shall  commit  any  such  offence  or  ofllences,  and  take 
him  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  parish  near  to  the  place 
where  the  offence  or  offences  shall  be  committed,  or  such  offender 
shall  be  seized  and  apprehended,  and  such  justice  shall,  and  is 
hereby  required  to,  proceed  and  act  with  respect  to  such  offender, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  other  act  for  making 
or  repairing  roads.

Twenty-ninlh--  AH  toll  gates  shall  be  thrown  open,  and  no  toll 
shall  be  demanded  or  taken  from  any  person  on  any  Sunday,  Good 
Friday,  or  Christmas  day,  from  six  of  the  clock  in  the  morning  until 
nine  of  the  clock  at  night :  Protided^  That  such  exemption  shall    Prtviso.

TAtV/ieM— On  the  advice  of  the  chief  engineer  of  roads  and 
bridges  that  the  laying  down  and  maintenance  of  a  tramway  in 
any  locality,  where  the  making  and  repairing  of  the  ordinary  main 
road  is  unusually  diflicult,  would  be  expedient  and  advantageous,  it 
may  be  lawful  for  the  main  road  commissioners  to  cause  any  such 
tramway  to  be  laid  down  accordingly  :  Provided^  Th(^t  the  expense  ProTiso 
per  mil^  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  pounds,  and  all  and  any  of  the 
powers  and  authorities  given  in  the  act  of  the  twenty  second  Vic- 
toria, cliapter  ten,  for  encouraging  the  formation  of  tramroads,  to  be 
exercised  by  the  main  road  commissioners,  or  any  commissioners  to 
be  thereunder  appointed  for  the  construction  and  management  of 
any  tramroad  shall,  ad  far  as  may  be  necessary  or  applicable,  be 
Tested  in,  and  exercised  by  the  main  road  commissioners,  in  respect 
to  any  tramway  l^id  down  or  undertaken  under  this  enactment.

Thirty-first — Jt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  receiver-general  to

before  the  first  day  of  November  following,  or  at  its  meeting  there- 
after.

Thirty-sectmd — The  receiver- general  shall  deduct  from  the  mo- 
nies to  be  payable  under  **  The  License  Duties  Acts/'  passed^  or  to 
be  passed  this  session,  for  licenses  on  drays,  carts,  water  carts^ 
wains,  wagons,  spring  carts,  and  hackney  or  other  carriages,  and  ia 
respect  of  carriages,  horses,  and  assep,  a  sum  equal  to  twenty  per

Fifth — That  portion  of  the  road  from  the  harbour  of  Port- 
Morant,  through  Bowden,  across  the  iron  bridge  to  the  maia 
road  at  the  foot  of  Quaa  Hill,  leading  to  Maucbiooeal ;  a^d 
that  the  present  portion  of  the  main  road  through  Bath  fromi 
Port-Morant  to  the  foot  of  Quaa  Hill,  be  transferred  to  the 
parochial  road  board. 
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Thirly^fiflh — Any  grant  made,  or  to  be  made'  for  opening 
and  making  the  proposed  new  grand  junction  road  From  north  to 
8outb,  between  the  parish  of  Trelawny  and  the  parishes  of  Saint 
Eh'zabeth  and  Manchester,  shall,  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  be 
under  the  control  and  disposal  of  the  main  road  commissioner?, 
to  be  appropriated  by  them  for  such  purposes. 

Thirty-sixth — The  engineer  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed  un* 
der  "The  Main  Road  Act,  1857/'  (twenty-first  Victoria,  chapter 
thirty-two),  for  the  county  of  Middlesex,  shall  be  Called  the  cnief 
engineer  of  roads  and  bridges.

he  discontinued,  or  of  the  new  road  intended  to  be  laid  out. 
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Forty-first — The  prohibition  contained  in  the  twenty-ninth 
flection  of  the  recited  act  shall  not  affect  any  existing  rights  with 
#egard  to  any  such  gate  or  gates  therein  mentioned,  except  in  the 
event  of  the  proprietor,  or  person  in  posse&5ion  thereof,  failing  to 
'keep  a  watchman  ^  attend  the  same. 

Forfy^second—A  sum  not  exceeding  6fty  pounds  per  annum 
ShnW  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  governor^  in  executive  com- 
mittee, 
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mittee,  as  and  for  contingencies  of  office  of  the  ^^  Main  Road  Com« 
missioners." 

Forty  third — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  main  road  commissioners, 
on  such  conditions  and  security  as  to  them  shall  seem  reasonable, 
to^permit  the  promoters  of  any  private  tramway  to  lay  down  the 
same  along  the  side  of,  or  over^  under,  or  across  any  main  road  : 
Provided^  That  any  such  tramway  shall  not  interfere  with  the 
general  traffic  or  convenience  of  passengers  on  any  such  main  road. 

Forty-Jourth — It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  governor  to  pre- 
side at^  or  attend  any  meeting  of  the  main  road  commissioners, 
except  where  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  shall  be  to  discuss  or  de- 
termine what  money  shall  be  borrowed  mr  the  purposes  of  the  main 
road  act. 

Forty-fifth — The  acts  of  the  twenty -first  Victoria,  chapter 
thirty-three,  and  twenty-second  Victoria,  chapter  nineteen,  are, 
and  each  of  them  is  hereby  repealed,  without  prejudice  to  any  act 
or  thing  done  thereunder  respectively. 

Penalties  how  recover.  Forty* sixlh-Every  penalty  imposed  by  this  act  may  be  reco- 
vered in  like  manner  as  any  penalty  imposed  by  the  "  Main  Road 
Act,  1857/'  is  recoverable.

CAP.     XIIL 

An  act  for  raising  a  tax  by  a  duty  on  deeds,  law  pra^ 
ceedings,  and  other  instruments,  and  on  vellum^ 
parchment^  and  paper,  ascertained  by  stamps,  and 
applying  the  same  to  the  public  service. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  governor^    tesfislative  councih  and  aS" 
seuibljf  of  this  island,  and  by  the  auihoriiy  oj  the  same,  aa- 
follows : 

SHORT  TITLE. 

First — This  act  may,  for  any  purpose,  be  cited  as  "  The  Stamp 
Duty  Act,  1862.*' 

Second — There  shall  be  raised,  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  for  the  use  of  the  government  of  this  island,  upon  and  in 
respect  of  the  several  instruments  mentioned  in  the  schedule  here- 
nuto  annexed,  the  several  duties  therein  respectively  specified* 

. 

Third — It  shall  be  the  duty  oT  the  receiver-general  to  provide, 
at  the  public  expense^  from  time  to  time,  such  quantity  of  adhesive 
stamps  HS  may  be  necessary  and  requisite,  and  sufficient  stamps  or 
dies  for  denoting  and  impressing  the  several  duties  hereby  imposed, 
and  to  employ  a  servant  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 

sum 
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sum  or  thirty  pounds  per  annnm^  to  work  the  stamping  presses, 
and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  ia  the 
stamp  office. 

Fourth — All  adhesive  stamps  shall  be  made  up  into  packets  or  Howsdiietir* 
parcels,  and  properly  labelled  by  the. commissioner  of  stamps,  "**"* 
with  the  denomination  and  amount  of  stamps  coiitaiued  therein, 
and  such  adhesive  stamps,  together  with  the  stamps  or  dies  for  im- 
pressing stamps  (when  the  latter  are  not  in  use),  shall  be  deposited 
and  kept  locked  up  in  the  stamp  office  chest,  which  chest  shall  have 
two  locks  of  different  construction,  one  of  the  keys  of  which  shall 
always  be  kept  by  the  receiver-general*  and  the  other  by  the  said 
commissioner  of  stamps,  and  such  adhesive  stamps  shall  be  taken 
out  of  such  chest  at  such  tinves  and  in  such  quantities  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  supply  of  persons  applying  to  purchase  the  same, 
by  the  said  commissioner,  in  the  presence  of  the  receiver-general, 
or  his  recognized  clerk  ;  and  the  stamps^  or  dies  for  impressing 
stamps,  shall  also,  in  every  case  be  taken  out  of  such  chest  for  use 
when  required,  and  again  be  deposited  therein,  in  the  presence  of 
the  receiver- general,  or  his  said  clerk. 

OFFICE  DUTIES,  AND  SALARY,  &c.  OF  COMMISSIONER  OF 

STAMPS. 

Fifth — The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  from 
time  to  time»  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  appoint  a  commissioner 
of  stamps  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  who  shall  hold  office  (except 
as  herein  is  provided)  during  the  existence  of  this  act;  and  the  per- 
son who  shall  be  so  appointed  shall  attend  daily  at  the  receiver-ge- 
neral's office  in  Kingston  (Sundays  and  holidays  excepted),  from 
the  hour  of  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  morning  until  the  hour  of 
three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  he  shall  record  his  ap- 
pointment in  the  secretary's  office  of  this  island,  and  make  out, 
in  writing,  the  following  oath,  which  he  shall  subscribe  and  take 
before  one  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  lodge  with  the 
secretary  of  the  executive  committee  ;  and  in  case  any  person,  so 
appointed,  ehall  presume  to  act  as  commissioner  of  stamps  before 
he  has  recorded  his  appointment,  and  taken  the  oath  as  aforesaid, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds. 

/,  A.  B.  do  swear^  truly  and  faithfully  to  execute  and  perform 
the  duties  of  commissioner  of  stamps  under  an  act^  enti^ 
tuled  "  The  Stamp  Duty  Act,  1862,"  and  that  I  will, 
without  fear^  javor^  or  affection^  inform  against  any  person 
who  shall  evade,  or  attempt  to  evade,  any  part  of  the  said 
art,  contrary  to  the  true  meaning  and  intent  thereof. — So 
help  me  God. 
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But  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  governor  to  issue  a  new 
appointment  to  the  person  who,  on  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall 
hold  the  office  of  commissioner  of  stamps,  nor  for  such  person  bgaio 
to  take  the  said  oath. 

Sixth— It  shall  bc*lawful  for  the  governor  at  any  *  time  to  re- 
move the  commissioner  of  stamps  for  any  misconduct  or  neglect  of 
duty,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  by  reason  of  such  remo- 
val, or  of  the  death,  or  resignation  of  the  commissioner,  to  fill  up 
the  same. 

Seventh — The  said  commissioner  shall  be  paid  a  salary  at  and 
after  ihe  rate  oi  three  hundred  pounds  per  annum,  by  quarterly 
©r  monthly  payments,  such  salary  to  commence  (rom  the  day  oa 
which  he  shall  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  duty,  or,  in  the  case  of 
the  present  commissiojier,  from  the  commencement  of  this  act,  and 
shall  include,  and  be  in  full  of  all  contingencies  of  office,  not  speci- 
fically provided  for  by  this  act. 

Eighth — In  case  of  sickness,  or  other  incapacity  of  the  said  com- 
missioner, it  shall  be  lawful  for  him,  by  writing  under  his  hand,  to 
appoint  a  fit  and  proper  person,  with  the  consent  of  the  receiver- 
general,  to  act  as  his  deputy,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and 
the  commissioner  shall  be  responsible  for  the  acts  and  defaults  of 
bis  deputy. 

Ninth — The  said  commissioner  of  stamps  shall  render  to  the  exe- 
cutive committee  on  the  last  day  of  each  quarter,  or  within  tea 
days  thereafter,  or  whenever  required  by  the  daid  e^^ecutive  com- 
mittee, a  just  and  true  account,  on  oath,  of  the  number,  denomina- 
tion, and  value  of  the  respective  stamps  delivered  aud  impres^ied 
by  him,  or  under  his  direction,  or  superintendence,  on  each  day 
during  the  period  embraced  in  every  such  account,  under  a  penalty^ 
for  every  neglect,  of  one  hundred  pounds. 

ACCOtJNTABILITT  OF  RECBIVEE-GENERAL. 

Tenth — The  receiver-general  shall  be  liable  for  the  amohnt  of

to  time  be  sold,  or  remain  on  hand  respectively  ;  and  also  to  ac- 
count for  and  pay  over  all  monies  received  by  him,  fur  or  on  ac* 
count  of  the  sale  of  such  stamps,  and  of  such  paper  and  printed 
forms  respectively,  as  fixed  by  this  act,  or  the  schedule  hereto ;  and 
he  shall  render  such  account  to  the  receiver-general^  as  that  officer 
shall  direct,  and  shall  pay  over  the  monies  so  received  by  him  at  the 
periods  fixed  for  the  payment  of  other  monies  received  by  him  as 
collector  of  dues.

COMMENCEMENT  AND  DURATION  OF  ACT. 

Sixty  second — This  act  shall,  immediately  after  its  passing,  come 
into  operation,  and  continue  in  force  until  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  «igbt  hundred  and  sixty-five;  and,  notwith- 
standing its  expiry,  or  repeal,  any  offence  comnjitted  against  any 
of  its  proviftions,  and  any  penalty  or  liability  incurred  under  this 
act,  may  be  prosecuted  and  punished,  proceeded  for,  recovered, 
or  enforced  as  might  have  been  done  during  its  contiquance.

than  one-fourth  of  the  annual  revenue  of  such  parish,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  parochial  roads. 

Seventeenth  --It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice of  the  executive  committee,  to  sanction  the  commissioners  of 
highways  and  bridges  of  any  parish,  on  occasion  of  extraordinary 
damage  to  the  parochial  roads,  or  any  of  them,  to  draw  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  receiver-general  any  sums  of  money  to  the  extent,  if 
necessary,  of  the  whole  sum  which  shall  be  at  the  credit  of  such 
commissioners ;  and  the  same  shall  be  payable,  on  the  warrant  of 
the  governor,  to  the  orders  of  such  commissioners  for  repairing 
such  extraordinary  damage. 

Eiffhteenth— The  receiver-general  shall  annually  make  up  and

Provided^  Tbat  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  roz/Sd 
passing  through  unfenced  runs  of  woodland. 

Fifltf-eiiihth — No  swinging  or  other  gates  shall  be  allowed  on 
any  public  highway,  laid  out  since  the  tweflty  eighth  February, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  or  to  be  hereafter  laid 
out,  unless  a  written  permission  to  erect  such  gates  shall  have  been 
previously  obtained  from  the  commissioners  :  Provided^  I  hat  no- 
thing in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  give  or  recognize  any  right 
to  crept  any  such  gates,  or  to  interfere  with  any  rights  now  enjoy- 
ed or  possessed  by  any  parties  who  have  erected,  or  have  the 
right  to  erect  gates  on  roads  running  through  their  lands  :  Fro* 
vided  also,  1hat  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the 
commissioners  to  grant  any  permission  to  erect  any  gate  across 
any  post  road.

the  water  collected  on  such  road,  and  to  dig  and  carry  away  any 
gravel,  stone,    sand^    or  other  materials   out  of  any  savannah^ 
unenclosed  or  open  land,  river,  or  gully,  being  waste  land,  in  or 
near  such  road,  street,  or  bridge,  as  shall  be  proper  for  draining, 
repairing,  and  amending  the  same,  without  paying  anything  C^r 
the  same,  such  waywardens  or  other  persons  levelling,  or  causing' 
to  be  levelled  all  holes  and  pits  where  any  such  materials  shall  be 
dug,  and  from  whence  the  same  shall  be  carried  away  ;  and,  where 
there  is  not  sufficient  of  such  materials  to  be  conveniently  obtain^ 
ed  from  any  savannah,  waste,  and  unenclosed  or  open  lands,  rivers^ 
or  gnllies  in  the  neighbourhood,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  way- 
wardens, and  the  person  or  persons  so  employed  as  aforesaid,  bj 
order  of  the  commissioners,  to  cut  drains,  and  to  dig  and  carry- 
away  any  gravel,  stone,  sand,  or  other  materials  out  of  the  grounds 
or    enclosures  of  any  person  or  persons  (not  being  the  ground 
whereon  [on]  any  house  stands,  garden,- or  yard,  planted  walk,  or 
avenue  to  any  house,  or  any  parcel  of  provision  ground),  wherein

Ninetieth — All  penalties  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered 
in  a  summary  manner  before  any  two  justices  of  the  parish  wheraiu 
the  offence  shall  be  committed,  not  being  commissioners  of  high- 
vrays  and  bridges  for  such  parish  ;  and,  in  default  of  payment 
thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  justices  to  direct  the  offender  or 
o£Fenders  to  be  imprisoned  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  any 
period  of  time  not  exceeding  six  calendar  months,  unless  any  such 
penalty  be  sooner  paid,  and  the  penalties,  when  recovered,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  receiver-general  in  aid  of  the  funds  for  the  general 
road  expenditure  of  such  parish  :  Provided^  That  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  justices,  before  whom  any  conviction  shall  be  had,  to 
adjudge  such  part  of  any  such  penalty  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
not  exceeding  one  moiety  thereof,  to  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  have  contributed  to  the  conviction  of  any  offender,  in  such 
shares  and  proportions  as  they  shall  think  fit.

circumstance  of  the  case  may  require. 

Ninety- second — The  prosecution  of  offences,  punishable  in  a  sum- 
mary manner  under  this  act,  shall  be  commenced  within  three 
calendar  months  after  the  commission  of  any  such  offence,  and  not 
later. 

Ninety- third— The  several  forms  in  the  schedules  hereunto  an- 
nexed may  be  used  for  the  several  purposes  of  this  act,  so  far  as 
the  same  shall  be  applicable,  and  may  be  modified  or  altered  as 
circumstances  may  require. 

Ninety-fourth — The  several  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  present 
session,  toamend  '*The  Main  Road  Act,  1037,"  and  to  make  further 
provision  in  respect  to  other  roads,  as  far  as  the  same  may  be  ap- 
plicable, shall  be  incorporated  with  and  read  as  pari  of  this  act. 

Nine  y -fifth — This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  passing  thereof, 
and  continue  in  force  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  one  thoa- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixtv-nine.

CAP.     XIX. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  future  introduction  into  this 
colony  of  liberated  Africans.  * 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  future  introdoc* 
tion  into  this  colony  of  liberated  Africans  :  Be  it  enacted 
by  the  governor^  legislative  council,  and  assembly  of  this  island, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

First — The  governor  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  warrant  under 
his  hand,  direct  to  be  paid,  and  ihe  receiver-general  §hall  (hereupon 
pay,  out  of  the  funds  and  monies  from  time  to  time  available  for 
the  introduction  into  this  colony  of  immigrants,  ail  expenses  to  be 
actually  incurred,  as  on  and  from  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thou- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  in  the  removal  to  this  colony  of 
liberated  Africans  from  the  place  at  which  they  may  have  been  ori- 
,  ginally  landed,  including  expenses  reasonably  incidental  to  iheir  pro- 
tection and  care  after  arrival,  and  before  assignment  to  employerSi^ 

Second — Every  liberated  African,  so  introduced,  may  be  inden- 
tured by  the  immigration  agent  to  any  employer  whom  the  gover- 
nor may  think  fit,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years,  or  such 
time  as  may  elapse  until  he  shall  reacli  ihe  age  of  eighteen  years; 
but  no  such  indenture  shall  take  eftkt  until  the  employer  and  ihe. 
immigrant,  or  the  immigration  agent  on  his  behalf,  shall  haveexe- 
cuted  an  indenture  ia  the  form  No.  4  annexed  to  "  The  Immi* 
gration  Act,  1858,*'  (twenty-second  Victoria,  chapter  one),  or  ia 
such  other  form  as  may  b^  approved  by  the  governor. 

Third — In  every  case  where  any  liberated  African  shall  be  sup- 
posed to  be  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  the  immigratioD  agent, 
shall,  according  to  the  best  evidence  or  information  he  can  obtain^ 
fix  his  Qfte  at  the  date  of  the  indenture,  and  shall  endorse  the  same 
thereon  ;  or,  in  default,  the  indenture  of  every  such  liberated  Afri- 
can shall  determine  on  the  expiration  of  three  yeius  from  the  date 
thereof, 

/bttrM— Every  employer  shall  pay  to  the  immigration  agent  all

age,  until  he  shall  attain  such  age,  to  be  paid  respectively  on  the 
day  next  after  the  day  of  ths  expiration  of  the  previous  year  of 
service,  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  by  such  act  in  respect  of  the 
annual  payments  thereby  required  for  other  immigrants.

'Y\^HEREAS  By  the  proviso  of  the  fifly-eighth  section  of 
^  ^  the  act  of  the  twenty-second  Victoria,  chapter  twenty- 
three,  it  is  enacted  that  the  present  rector  of  the  parish  of 
Saint  George  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  over  and  above  the 
sum  of  seventy-three  pounds  mentioned  in  the  schedule  an- 
nexed to  that  act,  such  sum  of  money  annually  as  he  should 
be  declared  entitled  to  receive  by  the  decision  of  the  privy 
council  in  the  case  then  pending  between  him  and  the  church- 
teardens  of  his  parish,  ^o  long  as  he  shall  hold  his  present 
living  ;  and,  that  upon  a  vacancy  occurring  in  such  living,  and 
a  successor  being  appointed  thereto,  such  successor  should  be 
paid  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  said  schedule,  and  no  more^  in 
full  compensation  for  glebe  and  servants:  And  whereas  a  com-

WH1£REAS  it  is  expedient  that  the  governor  of  this  island  Preamble, 
should  have  power  to  prohibit  the  exportalion  from  this 
island  of  articles  capable  of  being  converted  into,  or  made  u«eful 
in  increasing  the  quantity  of  military  or  naval  stores:  Be  it  en* 
acted  by  the  governor^  legislative  council,  and  assembly  of  this 
island^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  as  follows: 

First — From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  it  shall  be  lawful  OnvemormajpTobi- 
for  tl.e  governor,  by  proclamation  in  the  Jamaica  Gazette,  by  au-  ceruin arSci^'^"  *^ 
thority,  to  ptohihit  the  exportation,  or  sending  by  any  person  from 
any  port  or  place  ia  this  island  to  any  place  beyond  the  limiis  of 
this  island,  any  saltpetre,  sulphate  of  potash,  muriate  of  potash 
(chloride  of  potassium),  nitrate  of  soda,  gunpowder,  brimstone,  per- 
cussion caps,  tubes,  lead,  arms,  or  ammunition  of  war. 

Second — All  articles  exported  or  sent  from  this  island  contrary  "WhataKicieemmybe 
to  the  declarations  and  provisions  of  this  act  sitall  be  deemed  and  «°^**^«'^*"^«*^ 
taken  tg  .be  •'ammunition/'  within  the  meaning,  and  for  all  the 
purposes  of  the  several  acts  of  the  legislature  of  this  island,  passed 
respectively  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the  reign  of  her  present  majes^ 
ty  the  queen  (being  chapter  four)  ;  in  the  sixteenth  year  of  the  said 
reign  (lieing  chapters  nine  and  thiriy-one)  j  in  the  seventeenh 
year  of  the  same  reign  (being  chapter  tweniy-six)  ;^  and  in  the  twen- 
ty-first year  ol  the  same  reign  (being  chapter  nineteen).

neglect  or  refuse  so  to  pay  such  his  rateable  proportion,  together 
with  the  interest  for  the  same,  tor  the  space  of  five  weeks,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  directors,  in  the  name  of  the  said  com- 
pany, to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same  in  any  of  her  majesty's 
courts  of  record,  by  action  of  debt,  or  the  said  directors  may,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  declare  the  shares  belonging  to  any

And  on  every  such  sale  the  deed  or  transfer  (being  executed  by 
the  seller  and  purchaser  of  such  shar6),  a  minute  thereof  shall  be 
taken  and  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  company,  who  shall  enter

peace  for  the  said  parish  of  Kingston,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the 
company's  goods  and  chattels. 

Twenty-eighth  —This  act  shall  be  deemed  and  talcen  to  be  a 
public  act,  and  shall  be  judicially  taken  notice  of  as  such  by  all 
judges,  justices,  and  others,  and  be  pleaded  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
this  island.

COLLECTOR  OF  DUES,  AND  HIS  DUTIES. 

Second — All  taxes  imposed  under  the  authority  of  any  act 
now  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force,  not  otherwise  providing  for 
the  collection  thereof  (except  arrears  outstanding  on  the  rolls 
of  collectors  of  taxes,  or  of  arrears),  shall  be  collected  by  the 
clerk  of  the  vestry  of  the  parish  in  which  the  same  is  to  be 
Collected,  or  by  some  other  person  appointed,  or  to  be  appoint* 
ed  by  the  governor  for  the  purpose^  and  the  clerk  of  the  ves- 
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try,  or  the  person  so. appointed,  shall  be  called  "Collector 
OF  Dues/'  and  the  governor  may,  from  time  to  time  dismiss 
any  collector  of  dues  for  any  misconduct  in  his  office  ;  and,  in 
case  of  a  clerk  of  the  vesiry  being  collector  of  dues,  divest 
him  of  such  last  mentioned  office  for  misconduct,  and  appoint 
some  other  person  in  his  place  :  Fiovir/ed,  That  any  clerk  of 
the  vestry,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  act,  shall 
bold  the  office  of  collector  of  dues,  shall  continue  to  do  so  un« 
less  discharged  from  such  last-mentioned  office  lor  miscon-

Seventh-^  Every  collector  of  dues  may,  itt  his  own  expense, 
in  case  of  ill  health,  orabsenceon  leave,  appoint,  with  the  con- 
sent of  his  sureties,  a  deputy,  who  shall  perform  the  duties,  and 
exercise  the  powers  and  functions  of  his  office,  and  may  re- 
voke any  such  appointment:  Provided^  That  the  name  of 
such  deputy  shall  be  publicly  exhibited  in  the  office  of  the 
collector  of  dues,  and  the  said  collector  of  dues,  and  his  sureties, 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  acts,  defaults,  and  omissions  of 
any  such  deputy.

JStn  act  to  restore  the  rate  of  interest  originally  allowed  on 
the  rectors^  and  island  curates*  fun^ 

WHEREAS  it  IB  expedient  to  reBtore  the  rate  of  interest 
originally  allowed  by  the  acts  fif  the  ninth  Victoria, 
chapter  thirty-nine,  and  eighth  Victoria,  chapter  thirty-eight, 
on  the  rectors'  and  island  curates'  funds  in  the  public  trea- 
sury of  this  island :  Be  ii  enacted  by  the  governor^  legislative 
council  arid  assembly  of  this  island,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows : 

First — The  receiver-general  shall  pay  and  allow  to  the  trus- 
tees of  the  respective  funds  interest  at  ancLatter  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum^  to  commence  on  and  irom  the  first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  8ix:ty-two,  on  the 
principal  sums  at  the  credit  of  the  respective  trustees  on  the 
said  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six- 
ty-two, and  shall  aUo  pay  and  allow  the  like  rate  of  interest 
on  all  further  capital  and  reserved  appropriable  fund,  or  un- 
appropriated fund  respectively  invested  subseqtieolly  to  the

E  it  enacted  by  the  governor,  legislative  council,  and  assembly 
of  this  island^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  as  follows  : 


First — For  the  future,  instead  of  the  annual  payments  by  the  ^^^\l^^^^^^'^ 
**  Further  Immigration  Act,  1861,"  (twenty-fourth  Victoria,  chap-  Sn^mfo/each.duit, 
ter  sixteen),  directed,  the  employer  of  every  immigrant  already  MdimirTmirwi"  ' 
allotted,  or  hereafter  to  be  allotted,  except  in  the  case  of  liberated  *"^'  *•• 
Africans,  introduced  free  of  cost  to  this  island,  shall  pay,  in  ad- 
vance, for  every  year's  service  ol  every  immigrant  of  or  above  the 
age  of  twelve  years,  the  sum  of  one  pound  ten  shillings ;  and  for 
every  year's  service  of  every  child  under  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
included  in  the  indenture  of  service,  the  sum  of  fifteen  shillings ; 
and  every  employer  shall  enter  into  a  like  contract  (except  as  to 
the  amounts  of  annual  payments  for  immigrants,)  as  is  by  the 
lastly  recited  act  directed  (Form  iNo.  1.)  to  secure  in  advance 
the  respective  annual  payments  by  this  act  directed  for  each 
year  of  service  subsequent  to  the  now  current  year  of  service,  or 
other  first  year  ot  the  period  during  which  the  indenture,  of  ser- 
vice shall  continue  in  force  ;  but  it  shall  suffice  for  the  employer 
of  any  immigrant  already  indentured  to  subscribe  a  memorandum 
of  agreement  in  the  fonri  annexed  to  this  act,  which  shall  be  an- 
nexed to  or  endorsed  on  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into 
by  him,  under  the  '*  Furlher  Immigration  Act,  lb61,'*  and  shall 
'be  valid  to  secure  the  annual  payments  in  advance  therein  men- 
tioned or  indicated. 

Second — In  respect  to  every  immigrant  and  child  already  al-  when  fiM  paymaai 
lotted,  the  first  of  such  respective  payments  shall  be  made  in  ad-  i^Idji^uedVh*ub« 
vance  for  the  year  of 'service  to  succeed  the  now  current  year  of  "  ' 
service  on  the  day  after  the  expiration  of  such  now  current  year. 

Third — Iti  case  any  employer  of  any  immigrant  or  child  al- 
ready allotted  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  payments,  and 
to  subscribe  such  agreement  as  by  this  act  directed,  the  assign- 
ments or  indentures  of  all  immigrants  and  children  already  allot- 
ted or  indentured  to  such  employer  shall,  in  such  case,  cease  and 
determine ;  and  the  immigration  agent  shall,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governor,  proceed  to  allot  and  indenture  such  immigrants  and 
children  to  some  other  employer,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
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this  and  any  other  act  now  or  hereafter  to  be  in  force  relating  to 
immigrants  of  the  same  class. 

Tenth  [Fourth]—  All  existing  provisions  of  law  shall  remain  ia 
operation,  and  be  observed  or  enforced  for  payment  of  all  mo- 
nies incurred  or  to  be  incurred  for  food  and  lodging  of  every  immi* 
grant  and  child  to  be  allotted  or  indentured  to  any  employer. 

Fifth-  All  monies  to  be  paid  by  such  employers  shall  be  paid 
over  by  the  immigration  agent  to  the  receiver-general  to  the  ere- 
ditofthe  *' Further  immigration  Fund  Account,  1861,"  by  the 
recited  act  of  the  tweifty-fourth  Victoria,  chapter  sixteen,  esta- 
blished. 

Sixth — The  eighth  section  of  **The  Immigration  Loan  Act, 
1858,"  (twenty-second  Victoria,  chapter  three),  and  the  twenty- 
third  section  of  *'The  Further  Immigration  Act,  l861,"  (twenty- 
fourth  Victoria,  chapter  sixteen),  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  the

years,  and  the  remaining  third  part  not  exceeding  fifteen  years 
after  the  expiration  of  the  year  in  which*  the  same  shall  be  con- 
tracted ;  and  such  principal  monies,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall 
be  secured,  and  be  a  charge  upon  the  monies  to  be  carried  to  the 
credit  of  the  "  Further  Immigration  Fund,  1861,'*  by  *' The  Fur- 
ther Immigration  Act,  1861,"  directed  to  be  opened  and  kept  ; 
and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  half-yearly  out  of  any  monies 
then  at  the  credit  of  the  said  fund  or  otherwise,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Said  "  Immigration  Loan  Act,  1858." 

Eighth — Notwithstanding  any  thing  to  the  contrary  in  any 
act  relating  t%  Chinese  immigrants,  all  written  contracts  for  the 
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performance  of  any  labor  or  service  of  agriculture  in  this  colony, 
which  shall  be  made  by  or  with  the  authority  of  the  emigration 
agent  in  China  with  any  Chinese  immigrant,  shall  be  binding  on 
the  parties  thereto  for  the  period  named  therein,  not  exceeding 
the  period  of  five  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  land- 
ing of  such  immigrant  in  Jamaica,  and  every  such  contract  §hall 
be  signed  with  the  name  or  marks  of  the  contracting  parties,  or 
of  persons  lawfully  acting  on  their  behalf,  and  shall  be  attested  by 
the  emigration  officer  at  the  port  of  embarkation,  who  shall  de- 
clare that  the  immigrants,  parties  to  such  contracts,  signed  the 
same  voluntarily,  and  with  a  due  undersflaiding  of  their  effect ; 
and  every  signature,  purporting  to  be  the  signature  of  any  such 
emigration  officer,  shall  be  held  to  be  genuine,  without  any  proof 
thereof;  but  every  person  disputing  the  genuineness  of  any  such 
signature  shall  be  at  liberty  to  prove  that  such  signature  is  not 
genuine,  and  every  such  contract  shall  conform  to  the  following 
conditions,  namely  : 

First — Every  such  contract  shall  secure  the  immigrant  the  Con^itiwu  •reo». 
same  rate  of  wages  for  the  same  proportionate  quantity  of  ^^^ 
work  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  paid  to  unindentured  la- 
borers working  on  the  estate  on  which  he  shall  be  employed 
or  otherwise,  every  such  contract  shall  secure  to  the  immi* 
grant  wages  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars  per  calendar  month, 
with  sufficient  food,  on  condition  that  such  immigrant  shall 
work  seven  hours  and  a  half  each  day,  except  Sundays,  with 
a  reservation  of  five  holydays  in  each  year,  to  be  fixed  by 
the  governor. 

Second — Every  such  contract  shall  bind  the  employer  to 
furnish  to  the  immigrant,  free  of  charge,  suitable  lodging, 
and,  when  sick,  suitable  and  suflScient  medicines  and  nourish- 
ment, medical  attendance,  and  hospital  accommodation. 

Third — Every  such  contract  shall  authorize  the  employer 
to  deduct  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  mensem  from  the  wages 
of  any  such  immigrant,  in  repaynient  of  an)  advance  which 
may  be  certified  to  have  been  made  to  him  in  Chjna  by  the 
immigration  agent,  and  also  to  deduct  from  the  wages  of  any 
immigrant,  who  may  assign  a  portion  thereof  to  any  party  in 
China,  a  sum  equal  to  such  portion  in  each  month. 

Fourth— Every  such  contract  may  be  terminated  by  the 
immigrant,  party  thereto,  at  the  end  of  each  year  from  the 
commencement  of  the  same,  on  payment,  for  each  unexpired 
year  of  the  term  of  the  contract,  of  a  sum  equal  to  one-fifth 
of  the  amount  which  shall  have  been  paid  for  the  passage  of 
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such  immigrant,  and  every  such  immigrant  may  change  his 
employer  at  the  end  of  the  third  and  of  the  fourth  years  of 
his  contract. 

And  all  provisions  in  any  other  act  to  the  like  effect  as  any  fore- 
going provision  in  this  act  shall  be  read  as  herewith  consolidated.

ceived in  excess  by  such  dissentient  clergy  :  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  governor^  leffistaiwe  council,  and  assemkl^  of  this  island,  and 
bif  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follow  :

Seeotid — ^That  the  several  rectors  and  curates  who  dissented

Tenth — Any  person  omitting  to  pay  the  tax  or  duty  by  law

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place  of  business  of  the  annua)  value  of  twelve  pounds^  or  upwards, 
and  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  such  valuation,  include  ucd  cumprise 
the  out  offices,  yards,  curtilages,  and  lands  attached  thereto;  and, 
for  the  purposes  of  taxation  under  this  act,  the  true  annual  value  of 
every  house  shall,  when  tenanted  at  a  rent,  be  taken  to  be  the  rent 
actually  payable  thereon  by  the  year;  and  where  otherwise  oc- 
cupied, jlie  full  and  just  yearly  rent  at  which  the  same  is  really 
and  bond  fide  worth  to  be  let,  shall  be  taken  as  such  true  annual 
value. 
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Thirteenth — Where  any  house  shall  be  let  in  different  subdivi- 
sions, and  shall  be  occupied  by  several  persons  or  tamilies  separate- 
ly, or  by  the  owner  thereof,  together  with  one  or  more  other  per- 
son or  persons,  and  the  aggregate  of  rents  and  value  thereof 
shall  an\ount  to  the  sum  of  twelve  pounds,  or  upwards,  such 
bouse  shall  nevertheless  be  charged  with  the  duties  under  this  act, 
as  if  the  same  was  occupied  by  one  person  or  one  family  only,  and 
the  landlord  or  owner  shall  be  deemed,  for  the  purpose  of  taxation, 
the  occupier  thereof,  except  when  the  duty  shall  have  been  paid, 
and  the  house  registered  by  some  other  person. 

Fourteenth — Houses  op  any  estate,  or  on  any  pen,  shall  be  ex-

The  words  "  working  cattle,"  shall  mean  all  bulk,  cowir, 
speyed  heifers,  steers,  horses,  mares,  geldings,  and  mules  used 
or  worked  on  or  within  the  limits  of  an  estate;  and  all  horn^ 
ed  stock  used  on  estates,  and  for  carrying  produce  or  other 
commodities  lor  or  on  account  of  any  estate  or  plantation. 

The  word  "  boat/'  shall  mean  any  canoe,  wherry,  lighter, 
or  other  boat  used  for  traffic. 

The  word  '*  estate,"  shall  mean  any  land  from  which  five 
hogsheads,  or  forty  barrels  of  sugar,  or  thirty-fi\w  hundred 
weight  of  coffee,  shall  be  produced,  or  pimento  to  the  extent  of 
twenty-five  bags,  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  weight 
each,  as  an  annual  average,  is  gathered. 

The  word  *^  pen,"  shall  mean  any  land  upon  which  forty 
head  of  breeding  and  other  stock  are  kept  and  licensed. 

The  words  •^  collector  of  dues,"  shall  mean  any  person  ap- 
pointed to  get  in  or  receive  the  duties  hereby  imposed. 

Sixteenth-  -On  payment  of  the  duties  chargeable  under  this  act, 
the  collector  of  dues  shall  forthwith  make  out  and  deliver  to  the

lord might  distrain  for  rent,  and  which  ^ay  be  found  on  or  in  the 
place  of  distillation ;  and  in  any  such  proceeding  the  certificate 
of  the  receiver-general  that  the  returns  of  the  quantity  of  spirits 
made  during  the  year  shew  that  a  larger  than  the -maximum 
quantity  for  which  the  license  was  granted  has  been  distilled,  shall 
be  evidence  against  the  person  proceeded  against,  and  shall  besufi^- 
cient  to  ground  such  judgment.

Twenty-second — Any  policeman  or  constable  may  enter  on  any 
premises  whereon  he  may  know,  or  have  cause  to  suspect  that  any 
stilli  not  licensed  as  aforesaid,  is  kept  for  distilling  purposes,  and 
may  demand  that  the  license  for  every  such  still  shall  be  produced 
to  him  ;  and,  ip  default  of  such  production,  may  seize  every  such 
still  and  other  vessels,  and  all  spirits,  low  wines,  and  other  mate- 
rials preparing  for  distillation,  which  he  shall  find  and  either  de- 
tain Ibe  same  in  the  place  where  found,  or  remove  the  same  to  the 
police  station  nearest  thereto ;  and  in  case  the  same  shall  not, 
within  ten  days  next  after  such  seizure,  be  redeemed  by  payment 
of  the  full  amount  of  license  duty  chargeable  thereon  under  this 
act,  and  also  the  sum  of  three  pounds  by  way  of  penalty  for  every 
still  so  seized,  the  same,  and  all  spirits,  low  wines,  and  materials 
aforesaid  shall  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds,  after  deducting  the  fee  of

LICENSES  FOR  CARTS,  ET  CETERA. 

Twenty'sevenih — A  separate  license  for  every  cart,  and  hacknfey 
carriage,  and  boat,  and  for  each  person's  fire-arms,  shall  be  deli- 
vered by  the  clerk  of  the  peace  to  the  person  entitled  thereto;  and 
each  such  license  shall  state  the  distinguishing  letter  assigned  by 
the  executive  committee  to  the  parish  for  the  year,  and  shall  be 
marked  and  distinguished  conformably  therewith,  and  shall  be 
numbered  in  each  separate  class,  with  the  number  assigned  there- 
to in  the  collector  of  dues' receipt,  and  a*separate  number  shall  be 
assigned  to,  and  a  separate  license  issued  for  each  cart,  hackney 
carriage,  and  boat,  but  any  number  of  fire  arms  may  be  included 
in  a  license  for  the  same. 

Twenty-eighth — The  letter  and  number  mentioned  in  the  license  xhe  letter  and  num. 
for  every  cart,  hackney  carriage,  or  boat,  shall  be  painted  on  the  mwt  be'piiuk  *** 
right  side  of  such  cart,  hackney  carriage,  or  bow  of  such  boat  in  thereom 
legible  letters,  and  numbers  of  the  size  of  at  least  two  inches,  in 
white  on  a  dark  ground. 
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Twenty-ninth — Railway  and  tramway  trucks,  and  carriages,  and 
carts  used  upon  an  estate'or  pen  shall  not  be  liable  to  seizure,  nor 
shall  any  such  truck,  or  carriage,  or  cart,  be  liable  to  the  payment 
of  any  tax  under  this  act,  so  long  as  used  exclusively  upon  such 
railway  and  tramway,  and  within  the  lines  and  limits  of  the  estate 
or  pen  to  which  they  shall  belong,  or  upon  any  public  road  run- 
ning through  any  such  estate  or  pen,  and  within  the  lines  or  limits 
of  the  9ame. 

DUTIES  OF  COLLECTOBS  OF  DUES,  AND  CLERKS  OF  THE 

PEACE. 

Thirtieth — The  collector  of  dues,  and  the  clerk  of  the  peace 
respectively  of  each  parish  shall,  at  each  period  fixed  by  law  for 
the  payment  of  taxes  and  duties,  attend  on  such  days,  and  at  such 
convenient  places  throughout  the  parish,  as  the  custos  and  justices, 
in  special  sessions,  and,  in  default,  as  the  custos  shall  determine,  to 
receive  payment  of  taxes  and  duties,  and  to  issue  licenses,  under 
this  act. 

Thirty 'first — ^The  collector  of  dues  of  each  parish  shall  number, 
in  consecutive  order,  each  receipt,  as  the  same  is  granted  by  him, 
and  the  same  shall  thereupon  from  time  to  time  be  transcribed  io- 
Dumerical  order  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  ip  his  oflSce  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee, which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection ;  and  the  col- 
lector of  dues  shall  tranimit  to  the  receiver-general,  on  or  before 
the  thirtieth 'day  of  September  in  each  year,  a  statement,  declared 
to  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  of  the  total  number  of  persons  who 
shall  have  paid  taxes  or  duties,  with  the  aggregate  of  each  head 
or  division  of  items  of  property,  and  the  total  amount  of  such  pay- 
ments up  to  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  September  in  each  year;  and, 
nvithin  five  days  after  the  termination  of  each  month,  shall  trans- 
mit a  similar  statement  for  the  period  elapsed  since  the  date  to 
nvbich  the  last  return  wqs  made,  in  form  as  the  executive  commit* 
tee  shall  from  time  to  time  direct }  shewing  the  number,  in  coil- 
secutive  order,  of  the  receipts  issued  by  him  during  the  then  pre- 
ceding month,  with  the  names  of  the  taxpayers,  and  the  items  of 
property,  and  sums  paid  by  each,  and  the  gross  aggregate 
of  receipts  of  such  month  ;  and  each  collector  of  dues  shall 
at  the  same  time  transmit  to  the  receiver- general  the  full  amount 
of  all  such  taxes  and  duties,  and  monies  received  by  him,  deduct- 
ing therefrom  five  pounds  per  cent,  for  the  services  performed  un- 
der this  act. 

Thirty-second — Every  collector  of  dues  shall  lay  before  each  quar- 
terly vestry  of  his  parish  the  record  books  into  which  the  particu- 
lars of  each  receipt  granted  by  him  are  by  this  act  required  to  be 
entered,  and  the  portion  of  such  book,  embracing  the  period  and 
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returns  aforesaid,  shall  be  audited,  and^  when  confirmed,  signed  by 
the  custos  or  chairman  in  open  vestry. 

Thirty- third-^The  clerk  of  the  peace  of  each  parish  shall  mark 
on  each  license  issued. by  him. the  number  of  the  corresponding  re- 
ceipt of  the  collector  of  dues,  and  on  each  license  in  respect  of  each 
cart,  hackney  carriage,  and  boat,  the  distinguishing  letter  of  the 
current  licensing  year,  and  the  number  of  the  general  receipt,  and 
the  separate  number  assigned  to  each  cart,  hackney  carriage,  and 
boat  shall  also  be  marked  on  the  license  granted  therefor ;-  and  the 
clerk  of  the  peace  shall  also  keep  a  separate  record,  in  alphabeti- 
cal order,  in  form  to  be  prescribed  and  supplied  by  the  executive 
committee,  and  shalU  within  five  days  after  the  expiration  of  each 
month,  transmit  to  the  receiver-general  a  summary  of  the  records 
of  licenses,  declared  to  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  shall  also 
lay  before  each  quarterly  vestry  of  his  parish  his  record  book  of 
licenses,  except  in  the  precinct  of  Saint  Catherine,  when  iwhere^  the 
clerk  of  the  peace  may  make  a  return  of  the  names  of  the  persons 
who  have  taken  out  licenses  during  the  quarter  in  each  of  the  pa- 
rishes of  the  precinct. 

Thirty-fourth — The  clerk  of  the  peace  shall  be  entitled  io  re- 
ceive a  fee  of  one  shilling  upon  each  license  granted  by  him,  to 
be  paid  together  with  the  taxes  to  the  collector  of  dues,  who  shall 
account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace  the  same ; 
and,  at  the  foot  ot  each  receipt  shall  specify  the  amount  of  fees  so 
received  by  him  on  account  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace. 

Thirty-fifth — ^The  collector  of  dues  and  clerk  of  the  peace  shall, 
for  every  neglect  of  his  duty,  or  default,  forfeit  the  sum  of  five 
pounds,  over  and  above  the  amount  of  taxes  and  duties  not  trans* 
tnitted  ;  or,  where  such  defaulting  officer  shall  be  the  recipient  of 
any  salary,  payable  from  the  public  treasury,  the  receiver-general 
shall  deduct  from  such  salary  the  «um  of  five  pounds  for  every 
such  neglect  or  default. 

DUTIES  OF  BECEIVER-GENERAL  AND  COLLECTOB  OF  DUES, 
IN  ENFORCEMENT  OF  TAXES. 

Thirty-sivth — If  the  receiver-general,  or  the  collector  of  dues, 
ahall  have  reason  to  suspect  that  any  person  has  evaded  payment 
of  any  tax  or  duty,  or  is  in  arrear  for  any  land  tax,  he  shall  give 
notice,  in  writing,  to  the  person  in  default  as  aforesaid,  and,  on 
non-compliance  therewith,  the  collector  of  dues  may,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  days,  levy  and  distrain  for  the  said  taxes,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  shall  not  be  appealed  against.  ^

l^hirty-ninth — On  entering  into  recognizance  with  one  or  two 
sureties,  sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  justices,  in  a  penalty 
sufficient  to  cover  the  taxes  appealed  against,  and  a  further  sum  of 
three  pounds  for  the  costs  of  appeal,  if  any,  shall  be  adjudged  and 
conditiooed  for  the  prosecution *of  the  said  appeal^  and  to  pay  such 
taxes  and  costs  as  may  be  adjudged,  and  otherwise  to  perform  all 
orders  of  the  appellate  court ;  any  person  questioning  such  claim 
of  the  collector  of  dues  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  against  the 
same.  ^ 


Fortieth 
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tortietk — Every  appeal  under  this  act  shall  be  lodged  with  the   Appeaiimustbeiodf- 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  parish  within  the  period  prescribed,   v/c.  99,^22!^^^^ 
and  shall  be  otherwise  prosecuted  under,  and  be  regulated  by,  the 
provisions  of  the  act  ol  the  twenty. first  Victoria^  chapter  twenty- 
two,  relating  to  appeals. 

Forty-first — The  collector  of  dues  shall  keep  any  distress  for  Period  for  which  di».

cieni]  to  satisfy  the  taxes ;  andshall  return  the  surplus  of  any  sale,  and  « 

any  unsold  goods  or  chattels,  on  demand,  to  the  person  distrained  on. 

Forty^second -  Tih^ii  no  action  shall  be  brought,  nor  shall  any    NoaoHoatobe 
collector  of  dues  be  answerable  or  accountable  for  any  loss,  deterio-    goolSllJilTd  wp^ 
ration,  or  injury  of,  or  to  any  goods,  or  chattels,  or  other  property 
levied  or  distrained  upon,  except  for  wilful  negligence,  ill  usage,  or 
injury. 


Forty-third — No  distress  shall  be  redeemable  except  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes  due,  and  of  the  commission  aforesaid,  and  of  a 
fee  of  three  shillings  for  making  the  levy,  and  retaining  possession 
for  the  first  twenty-four  hours,  and  of  a  further  fee  of  one  shilling 
for  keeping  possession  per  diem  thereafter. 

Forty-fourth — The  justices  adjudicating  under  this  act  may 
award  to  the  informer  a  sum  not  exceeding  a  moiety  of  the  penal- 
ty to  be  imposed. 

DUTIES  OF  POLICE  IN  EXECUTION  OF  THIS  ACT. 

Forty  fifth — Every  item  of  property  liable  to,  but  which  shall 
not  have  paid  duty,  or  been  licensed,  and  also  every  cart,  hackney 
carriage,  or  boat,  which  shall  not  be  lettered  or  numbered  accord- 
ing to  the  register  of  the  parish,  as  directed  by  this  act  (whether  the 
same  is  being  used  or  not),  shall  be  seized  by  any  policeman  or 
constable,  and  shall  be  conveyed  to  a  justice  of  the  peace,  who  may 
direct  the  same,  and  all  goods  found  in  the  cart,  hackney  carriage, 
or  boat  so  seized,  (except  the  party  in  charge  shall  think  fit  to  re- 
move the  said  goods),  to  be  kept  until  the  case  can  be  adjudicated 
by  the  justices  in  petty  sessions,  who  may  direct  the  property  so 
seized  to  be  detained  until  redemption,  or  th^same  to  be  forthwith, 
or  at  any  time  to  be  appointed  in  that  behalf,  sold  and  disposed  of. 

Forty-sixth 
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Porty-sixth— Out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  the  collector  of 
dues  shall  be  paid  the  amount  of  the  taxes,  aud  of  the  license^  and 
the  costs  and  charges  of  taking,  keeping,  and  selling  the  pro- 
perty seized,  not  exceeding  one  shilling  in  the  pound,  and  the 
sum  of  four  shillings  to  the  seizing  officer,  which  shall  be  deduct- 
ed from  the  proceeds  of  sale,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  owner  or  person  from  whom  the  property  was  so 
taken. 

Forty^seventh — The  owner,  or  person  from  whom  the  property 
was  taken,  may,  at  any  time  before  the  sale  thereof,  redeem  the 
same  by  complying  with  this  act«  and  paying  the  sum  of  four  shil- 
lings to  the  seizing  ofEicer,  and  all  costs  and  charges  in  taking  and 
keeping  the  property,  not  exceeding  one  shilling  per  diem;  and 
the  collector  of  dues  shall  give  a  receipt  as  hereinbefore  directed  for 
the  amount  of  the  license  when  so  to  be  paid  to  him,  and  thereupoa 
the  necessary  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  clerk  cf  the  peace,  and, 
upon  production  of  such  license,  and  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  the  jyoperty  shall  be  restored  :  Provided,  That  any 
justice  of  the  peace  may  direct  the  seizing  officer  to  sell  immedi- 
ately, by  publiaoutcry,  any  goods  seized  that  may  be  of  a  perish- 
able nature,  ana  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  the  like  pur- 
poses as  herein  directed :  And  provided  also^  That -notwithstanding 
such  seizure  and  sale,  the  penalties  for  the  breach  of  this  act  may- 
be sued  for  and  enforced  against  the  offender. 

EVASIONS  OF  THE  ACT. 

Forty-eighth — Any  person  allowing  his  license  to  be  used  by  any 
other  person  in  contravention  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
net  exceeding  ten  pounds,  nor  less  than  two  pounds ;  and  any  per- 
son using  such  license  as  aforesaid  shall  be  liable  to  a  like  pe* 
nalty.

no  wingly  shall  utter,  give,  or  procure  to  be  given,  or  make^  use,  or 
procure  to  be  made  use  of,  or  accept,  or  receive  any  counterfeited  or 
forged  license^  registration  letter,  number,  or  mark,  or  painting,  or 
unpression  whatsoever,  required  by  this  act  in  any  respect  or  par« 
ticular,  shall,  for  every  offence,  on  conviction,  be  adjudged  to  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  pounds,  and  to  be  imprisoned,  with  nard  labor  for 
any  period  not  exceeding  sLs^  calendar  months. 
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EECOVERT  OF  PENALTIES. 

Fifiieth-'AW  penalties  and  forfeitiires  imposed  by  this  act,  and  HovpeaaitiMMyte 
all  taxes  and  duties,  aod  arrears  required  to  be  paid  to  the  col*  '^^^•'•^ 
lector  of  dues,  and  not  paid  to  bini  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
thisact,  may,  instead  of  the  process  of  distress  prescribed  by  this 
act,' be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner  before  any  two  justices  of 
the  peace  of  the  parish  wherein  such  offence  or  default  was  com« 
mitted,  or  the  offender  or  defaulter  resides ;  and,  in  case  of  non- 
payment,  may  be  enforced  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender's  or 
de^ulter's  goods,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months, 
unless  such  penalty,  taxes,  duties,  arrears,  and  costs  shall  be  sooner 
pafd,  and  may  be  enftirced  under  the  provisions  of  the  thirteenth 
Victoria,  chapter  ihirty-five,  or  any  other  act  in  respect  to  summary 
proceedihos,  and  the  forms  of  the  said  last-mentioned  act  maybe 
adapted  to  meet  tbe  re(}uirements  of  this* act. 

PiJtjf^ffBt — In  all  legal  proceedings  the  production  of  a  cer-  Ceruin  docjimwte 
tificate,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  tlie  reeeiver-general,  or  by  any  eSdSoe,'*^^'^ 
clerk  of  the  peace,  or  collector  of  dues,  stating  the  number  and  de» 
scription,  or  tbe  value  of  property  in  respect  of  ^diich  the  person 
therein  named  appears  to  have  paid  dufies,  ana  any  book,  re- 
*  cord,  statement,  or  return,  made  by  either  of  those  officers  in  exe« 
cution  of  this  act,  shall  be.  received  ^sprimd  facie  evidence  of  the 
truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained,  and  any  certificate,  pur- 
porting  to  be  signed  as  aforesaid,  that  tbe  person  therein  named 
does  not  appear,  from  any  document  in  his  office,  authorized  to  oc« 
copy,  or  keep,*or  use  any  property  within  the  meaning  of  thisact, 
or  any  greater  number  of  any  such  items  respectively  than  shall  be 
expressed  in  any  such  certificate,  shall  be  also  received  asprimd 
facie  evidence  of  tbe  truth  of  the  facts  therein  stated.

WHEREAS  a  floating  dock  or  gridiron  at  Kiygstont  Ja- 
maica,  is  much  wanted,  and  it  would  be  a  great  public 
benefit  and  advantage  to  secure  the  construction  of  the  same  ; 
and,  to  this  end,  to  guarantee,  out  of  the  funds  of  this  island, 
a  minimum  interest  on  the  costs  thereof :  And  whereas  Richard 
Uevett,  master  in  tjie  mercantile  marine,  has  submitted  plans 
and  sections  of  such  proposed  dock,  or  gridiron,  and  of  neces- 
sary works  and  sheds  connected  therewith  :  And  whereas  the 
estimated  costs  of  such  dock  or  gridiron,  and  works,  is  forty 
thousand  pounds,  and  it  is  agreed  that  an  interest,  after  tlie 
rate  of  six  pounds  percent,  per  annum  on  such  sum,  not  ex* 
ceeding  iorty  thousand  pounds,  as  shall  be  the  actual  cost  of 
the  undertaking  for  the  term  or  period,  and  in  manner  here- 
inafter mentioned,  shall  be  guaranteed  by  tlv  island  :  May  it 
therefore  please  your  majesty^  on  the  humble  petition  oj  the  said 
Michard  Reveity  that  it  may  be  enacted  by  the  governor,  le^isla^ 
iive  council,  and  assembly  of  this  island,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
hy  the  authority  of  the  same.

year,  of  the  moneys  received  by  or  for  the  use  of  the  said 
Richard  Revett  and  his  assigns,  or  the  said  company,  by  vir- 
tue of  this  act,  and  of  the  charges  and  expenses  attending  the 
making,  maintaining,  and  carrying  on  the  said  undertaking, 
and  of  all  other  the  receipts  and  expenditureof  orfor  the  said 
Richard  Revett,  and  his  assigns,  or  such  company,  in  relation 
to  the  said  undertaking,  made  up  to  the  said  ^several  periods  ; 
and  in  the  said  accounts  the  receipts  and  expenditure  for,  in, 
and  about  the  making, 'constructing,  and  laying  down  the 
said  floating  dock,  or  gridiron,  and  works,  and  furnishing  the 

Elant,  machinery,  and  accessories  thereof,  shall  be  made  and 
ept  separate  and  distinct  from  the  receipts  and  expenditure 
arising  from  the  use  and  carrying  on  of  the  said  undertaking, 
and  such  accounts  shall  also  shew  the  stock  in  trade,  and  all 
credits  and  liabilities  of  the  said  Richard  Revett,  and  his  as- 
signs, or  such  company,  in  relation  to  the  said  undertaking; 
and  all  usual  and  proper  accounts,  receipts,  vouchers,  and  do- 
cuments in  connection  therewith  shall  be  regularly  preserved

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JE!fghlh — That  on  the  said  floating  dock,  or  gridiron,  and 
works  being  fully  completed  and  laid  down  in  the  harbour  of 
Kingston,  ready  for  use,  and  within  six  months  thereafter,  the 
said  Richard  Hevett,  and  liis  assigns,  or  such  company,  shall 
render  and  give  to  the  governor  of  this  island  a  true,  exact, 
and  particular  statement  ^nd  account,  made  up  in  quadrupli- 
cate, of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  and  attending  the  making, 
and  constructing,  and  laying  down  of  the  said  floating  dock, 
or  gridiron,  and  works,  and  ot  the  plant,  machinery,  and  acces- 
sories thereof,  including  the  purchase  of  land,  and  the  erec- 
tion of  the  necessary  buildings  thereon  ;  and  such  statement 
and  account  shall  be  made  up  in  such  form  and  detail,  and 
with  such  particulars  as  the  governor  and  executive  com- 
mittee of  this  islapd  shall  require,  and  shall  shew  the  appli. 
cation  thereto  of  all  monies  derived  front  the  said  sum  of  forty 
thousand  pounds,  and  from  any  additional  sum  which  may  have 
been  taken  up  by  way  of  loan  under  the  powers  siiven  by  this 
act ;  and  such  statement  and  account  shall  be  signed  and  cer- 
tified, and  duly  declared  to  by  the  said  Richard  Revett,  and 
his  assigns,  or  one  of  them,  or  by  any  one  or  mOre  of  the  di- 
rectors of  such  company,  or  by  the  manager,  or  authorized 
agent  of  the  said  Richard  Revett,  his  assigns,  or  the  said  com- 
pany, such  declaration,  if  made  in  England,  to  be  pursuant  to 
the  imperial  statute  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  William  fourth, 
chapter  sixty- two  ;  and,  if  made  in  this  island,  pursuant  to 
the  island  act  ^xth  Victoria,  chapter  twenty-four,  and  shall 
be  examined  and  attested  by  the  inspector  or  director  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor  of  this  island  ;  and  the  parties  mak- 
ing the  said  declaration  shall  therein  duly  declare  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  said  statement  and  account  is  just  and  true  in 
the  particulars  thereof,  and  that  all  the  costs,  charges,  and 
expenses  of  and  attending  the  said  undertaking  to  the  time  of 
the  couipletion  and  laying  down  of  the  said  floating  dock,  or 
gridiron,  and  works,  plant,  machinery,  and  accessories  whatso- 
ever, have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged,  and  that  no  claim  or 
demand  is  subsisting  in  respect  thereof;  and  the  governor  of 
this  island,  in  relation  to  the  said  statement  and  account, 
shall  have  the  like  power  of  requiring:  the  production  and  in- 
spection of  the  books  of  account,  receipts,  papers,  vouchers, 
and  documents  of  and  relating  to  the  undertaking,  with  power 
to  take  copies  thereof,  and  to  examine  parties  thereon  by  such 
person  or  persons,  or  to  require  such  explanations,  deductions,

terest ;  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  Ri-

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  enrolment 
of  foot  as  well  as  mounted  volunteers,  or  of  either  in- 
fantry or  mounted  volunteers,  as  may  be  practicable  in  any 
parish  ;  and  also  a  company  or  troop  of  foot  or  horse  volunteer 
artillery  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  and  each  of  the  towns  of  Spa- 
nish-Town, Falmouth,  and  Montego-Bay ;  and  it  is  also  ne- 
cessary to  amend  the  laws  respecting  the  militia,  and  the 
volunteer  militia  force:  Be  it  ena/ited  by  the  governor,  legisla' 
tive  council,  and  assembly  of  this  island,  and  it  is  hereby  enabled 
by  the  authority  of  the  same^  as  follows : 

First — So  much  of  the  act  for  raising  a  volunteer  militia 
force  (twenty-third  Victoria,  chapter  thirty-two),  as  requires 
that  the  volunteers  to  be  raised  thereunder  shall  be  mounted, 
is  hereby  repealed,  but  without  prejudice  to  any  thing  done 
thereunder;  and  companies  of  foot,  and  troops  of  mounted 
volunteers,  or  either  respectively,   may  be  enrolled  in  the 
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several  parishes  of  this  island,  as  the  governor  may  find  prac- 
ticable, for  each  parish.

ing, or  keeping  in  repair,  and  amending  such  road  or  drain,  pay* 
«ing  such  rates  for  such  materials,  and  for  the  damage  done  to  the 
ftwners  and  occupiers  respectively  of  the  grounds  where  and 
whence  the  same  sh^U  be  dug  and  carried  away,  or  over  which  the 
same  shall  be  carried,  as  the  main  road  commissioners  shall  judge 
reasonable ;  and  if  any  person  shall  molest,  hinder,  or  obstruct 
the  said  company,  or  the  persons  employed  by  them  in  cutting  or 
covering  any  drains,  or  in  digging  and  carrying  away  any  gravel, 
stone,  sand,  or  other  materials  as  aforesaid,  every  person,  so  of- 
fending, shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  pounds. 

Twenty-eighth — If  any  person  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
said  company,  take  away  any  materials  which  shall  have  been  pur? 
chased  or  gathered  for  the  repair  or  use  of  any  such  road,  or

every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten 
pounds  :  Provided^  That  nothing  Herein  shall  prevent  the  person 
in  possession  of  the  land  on  which  such  quarry  or  pit  is  situate, 
from  digging  and  removing  materials  thereout  for  his  own  use. 

Twenty^ninth — If,  after  any  such  final  order  shall  have  been

An  act  (Q  encourage  breeders  of  horses  and  caltky  and /or 

other  purposes* 

WHEREAS  breeding  of  good,  strong,  and  useful  hordes,  nea^t  pream6i«. 
cattle,  and  mules  within  this  island,  tends  to  the  great 
benefit  of  the  same,  and  will  also  be  of  great  convenience  and  pro* 
fit  to  the  inhabitants  thereof:  And  whereas  the  present  breed  of 
horses  may  be  deteriorated  by  reason  that  in  pastures,  commons, 
aavannas,  and  waste  grounds  within  this  island  very  small  horses, 
and  of  little  value,  are  not  only  suffered  to  pasture  and  feed  there- 
on but  to  cover  mares i  For  remedy  whereof,  JBe  it  enacted  by  the 
goternorj  legislative  council,  andasse^bltf  of  the  said  island,  and  by 
the  authorily  of  the  same : 

First  —From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  no  person,  upon 
any  pretence  whatsoever,  shall  put  to  pasture,  or  suffer  to  run  at 
large  upon  any  common,  savanna,  or  waste  ground  within  this 
island,  any  stoned  horse,  not  being  of  the  height  of  fourteen  hands 
and  a  half,  and  three  years  old,  and  upwards,  to  he  measured  from 
the  lowest  part  of  the  hoof  of  either  of  the  fore  fee;t  to  the  highest 
part  of  the  withers;  and  every  hand  to  contain  four  inches  of  the 
'standard,  upon  pain  o(  forfeiture  of  every  horse  which  shall  be  so

Second — It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person,  who  shall  find  any 
such  stoned  horse  at  pasture,  or  running  at  large  in  or  upon  any 
common,  savanna,  or  waste  ground,  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  act,  to  seize  and  take  such  horse,  so  found, 
before  any  one  of  her  majesty's  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  parish 
or  precinct  wherein  the  offence  shall  be  committed,  in  order  to 
have  the  said  horse  measured  in  the  presence  and  view  of  the 
said  justice,  and  if  the  horse  shall  be  found  not  to  be  of  the  height 
aforesaid,  then  the  said  horse  shall  be  forfeited  to,  and  the  pro- 
perty thereof  immediately  vested  in,  the  person  taking  up  the 
same  (on  his  making  oath  to  the  time  and  place  where  the  said 
horse  was  taken  up),  unless  the  owner  or  proprietor  of  such  horse, 
or  some  person  on  his  behalf,  shall  tender  to  the  party  seizing  or 
taking  such  horse  the  sum  of  one  pound  for  each  horse  so  taken, 
in  which  case  such  horse  shall  (being  first  castrated,  and  the  owner 
paying  the  expense  of  such  castration,)  be  restored  to  the  proprietor 
thereof,  or  to  any  person  on  his  behalf. 

Third — No  person  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  put  to 
pasture,  or  suffer  tp  run  at  large  any  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  or 
any  mule  or  ass  infected  with  scab,  mange,  farcy,  or  glanders  in  or 
upon  any  common,  pasture,  savanna,  or  waste  ground,  or  in  or 
upon  any  highway,  or  in  any  street  or  lane,  upon  pain  of  forfeiting, 
for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  pounds,  to  be  re- 
covered in  a  summary  manner  before  two  justices  of  the  peace  of 
the  parish  or  precinct  in  which  the  ofi*ence  shall  be  committed. 

Fourth — Any  person  who  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
knowingly  put  in,  or  turn  into  or  upon  any  ]3asture,  common,  sa- 
vanna, or  waste  ground,  or  in  or  upon  any  highway,  or  in  any 
street  or  lane  any  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  or  any  mule  or  as* 
having  the  farcy,  glanders,  or  other  infectious  disease,  shall,  for 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  six  pounds,  to 
be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner  as  aforesaid  :  Provided,  Th.it 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  prevent  any  person  in^ 
jured  by  any  such  act  from  bringing  his  action  in  any  court  of  re- 
cord in  this  island  for  the  damage  sustained. 

JPj/iA— On  due  proof,  by  competent  witnesses,  that  any  horse, 
mare,  gelding,  mule,  or  ass,  infected  as  aforesaid,^  being  made  be- 
fore a  magistrate,  he  shall  order  the  beast  to  be  destroyed.

C  A  P.     IV. 

An  act  for  the  government  of  the  public   hospital  of 

Kingston. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the  better 
government  of.  and  for  extending  the  benefits  of  the  pub- 
lic hospital  of  Kingston  to  the  public,  and  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion :  Be  it  enacted  by  the  lieutenant  governor^  legislative  council^ 
and  assembly f  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  as  follows  : 

First — The  public  hospiral  shall  be  under  the  superintendence 
of  a  board  of  visitors,  consisting  of  the  mayor  of  Kingston,  the 
ciisfos  of  Kingston,  and  the  members  of  assembly  for  Kingston  for 
the  tin^e  being,  the  agent-general  of  immigration,  the  rector  of 
Kingston,  the  principal  medical  officer  of  her  majesty's  army,  the 
principal  medical  officer  of  her  majesty's  navy,  stationed  in  this 
island,  severally  for  the  time  being,  and  six  other  persons,  resident  in 
or  near  to  Kingston,  to  be  from  lime  to  time  nominated  and  appoint- 
ed by  the  governor,  and  removable  at  his  pleasure,  of  whom  two 
shall  be  merchants,  and  two  others  qualified  medical  men;  no 
member  of  such  board  of  visitors  shall  have  or  receive  any  pecuniary 
interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  contract  entered  into  for,  or  any 
supplies  furnished  to  the  institution,  and  any  member  of  the  said 
board,  who  shall  be  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in 
any  such  contract  or  undertakine*,  shall  de  facto  ce^se  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  ;  and  five  members  shall  be  sufficisnt  to  meet  and 
form  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Second -^TUq  board  of  visitors  shall  meet  once  a  quarter,  or 
oftener,  if  requisite,  at  the  hospital,  arid  inspect  and  examine  the 
books  and  accounts  thereof,  and  inspect  the  wards,  cells,  stores, 
and  every  other  place,  and  the  liquors,  and  provisions,  and  medi- 
rines  in  store,  if  they  shall  think  fit  to  do  so,  and  receive  and  in- 
vestigate any  complaints  which  shall  have  been  preferred  by  or 
against  any  officer,  servant,  patient,  or  inmate,  and  shall,  if  they 
think  necessary,  report  thereon  to  the  governor,  and  draw  up  and 
transmit  to  the  governor  such  other  reports  and  returns  as  thev^

shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary,  or  which  the  governor  may 
call  for  in  respect  of  any  matter  relating  to  the  said  institution,  and 
any  member  or  members  of  the  said  board  of  visitors  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  call  at  and  inspect  the  hospital,  or  any  portion  of  it,  at 
any  hour  he,  they,  or  any  of  them  shall  deem  proper,  and  see  and 
examine  any  oflScer,  servant,  nurse,  or  inmate  that  he  or  they  shall 
think  fit;  and  further,  the  said  board  of  visitors  shall,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  draw  up  tuch  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  own  guidance  as  may  appear  necessary,  and 
which  said  rules  shall  be  submitted  to  the  governor,  in  executive 
comniitte,  for  their  approval,  and  ,the  said  board  of  visitors  shall 
have  power  to  suggest  such  alterations,  amendments,  and  additions 
to  such  rules,  as  alio  to  all  other  rules  and  regulations  of  the  in- 
stitution  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  think  necessary,  for  pre- 
sentation by  the  inspector  and  director  for  the  consideration  of  the 
governor,  in  executive  committee. 

Third — The  board  of  visitors  shall,  at  a  general  meeting  to  be  Eiectachairmau. 
held  as  early  as  practicable  after  ils  construction,  and  thereafter  an- 
nually, on  a  day  to  he  appointed  by  them,  elect  a  cliairman  from 
their  body  to  preside  over  all  meetings  at  which  he  ^ia!l  be  pre- 
sent ;  but,  in  case  of  his  absence  from  any  board,  the  members  pre- 
sent at  any  such  meeting  may  appoint  a  chairman  pro  tempore  to 
preside  thereat.

Fourth — A  book  shall  be  kept  at  the  institution,  to  be  called  the 
''Visitors'  Book,"  in  which  everv  member  of  the  board  of  vi- 
sitors  who  shall  visit  the  institution,  shall  enterthe  day  of  the  month, 
and  year,  and  hour  on  which  he  shall  have  visited  the  same,  with 
any  remarks  he  may  deem  necessary  to  make  respecting  any  mat-^ 
ters  connected  with  the  management  or  regulation  of  the  saipe,  a 
copy  of  all  of  which  entries  shall  be  made  and  forwarded  weekly  to 
the  governor  by  the  clerk. 

Fifth — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  visitors  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  any  officer  or  inmate  of  the  hospital  whenever 
they  may  think  fit  to  institute  enquiry  on  oath  or  affirmation  into 
any  matter  of  con)plaint  brought  before  them,  and  any  person  wil- 
fully giving  false  eyidence  on  oath  or  affirmation  under  this  act  be-  " 
fore  the  said  board  of  visitors,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury  ; 
and  any  person  procuring,  or  instigating  false  evidence,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  subornation  of  perjury,  and  respectively  shall4)e 
subject  to  be  indicted  and  tried  ;  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  suffer 
»uch  punishment  as  is  by  law  prescribed  lor  perjury,  or  subornation 
of  perjury.

Vice  of  the  executive  committee,  shall  apportion,  but  so  that  the 
whole  cost  for  the  salaries'of  such  two  or  more  oflBcers  shall  not 
exceed  six  huhdred  pounds  per  armum,  to  include  board,  washing, 
and  servants ;  OB^  such  resident  medical  officer  shall  retire  after  two 
years'  service,  or  in  such  way  as  the  rules  and  regulations^  to  be 
framed  as  aforesaid,  shall  determine,  and  such  resident  medical 
officers,  during  his  or  their  continuance  in  office,  shall  not  engage 
in  private  practice,  but  shall  devote  his  and  their  entire  time

ordinary  medical  officer  or  officers,  prepare  a  draft'report  annually 
up  to  the  thirtieth  September,  and  which  report,  as  soon  after  the 
period  mentioned  as  possible,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of 
visitors  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  then,  being  prepared  in  triplicate^ 
l>e  forwarded  by  the  inspector  and  director  to  the  governor  as  here- 
inbefore provided.

the  regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  visitors.

and,Jn  case  of  such  notice  being  given,  and  such  sick  seaman  be- 
ing left  in  the  hospital  after  the  departure  of  .his  vessei  from  the 
island,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  and  director  to  ascer- 
tain from  the  shipping  master  (being  an  officer  of  the  customs'  de- 
partment of  this  island),  whether  any  effects  belonging  to  the  said 
seaman  have  been  deposited  in  his  charge  ;  and,  if  so,  it  sball  be 
lawful  for  the  said  inspector  and  director l^o  arrange  with  the  said 
shipping  master  for  the  payment  of  the  said  balance  of  dues  and 
other  expenses  which  may  have  been  incurred 

Twenty^ninth —

ployment, or  other  sick  person  who  shall  be  in  destitute  circum* 
stances^  and  unable  otherwise  to  obtain  medical  or  surgical  aid  and 
support ;  but  in  case  any  such  seaman,  admitted  into  the  institu- 
tion, was  put  on  shore  from  aoy  vessel,  and  did  not  desert  there- 
from, and  in  case  any  other  person  admitted  into  the  institution 
was  indentured  or  apprenticed  to  any  plantation  or  person,  and  did 
not  discharge  himself  or  abscond  from  such  plantation  or  person,

of  such  indentured  or  apprenticed  person,  or  his  agent,  shall  be  lia- 
ble for  the  said  dues  and  expenses,  or  either,  as  the  case  may  be,  as 
fully  and  completely  as  if  such  seaman  or  indentured  or  apprenticed 
person  had  been  sent  to  the  said  institution  under  direct  guaran^ 
tee  as  aforesaid.

Thirtieth — Wlureas  from  time 'to  time  it  is  found  necessary  to  ]}cl^nttte\^ediM 
send  policemen  suffering  from  accidents  or  disease  to  the  public  hotpiui  to b/itopp«d. 
hospital  as  in-patients ;  in  all  such  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
inspector  and  director,  on  the  admission  of  such  patient,  to  enter 
into  an  arrangement  with  the  inspector  of  police  of  the  parish  from 
which  the  said  policeman  comes,  for  the  payment  of  one  half  of 
such  policeman's  daily  pay  during  such  period  as  he  shall  continue 
a  patient  in  the  hospital,  and  which  payment  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
in  lieu  and  in  full  for  the  usual  hospital  dues,  but  shall  not  include 
any  expense  incurred  for  bringing  or  sending  back  the  patient,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  burial,  in  case  of  death. 


Thirty -fir$t — Whereas  many  poor  persons  suffering  from  disease 
in  the  different  parishes  of  this  island  are  in  the  habit  of  coming 
up  to  Kingston,  without  previous  notice,  for  the  purpose  of  seeking 
admission  into  the  public  hospital^  but  who,  on  their  arrival,  are 
inadmissible,  either  on  account  of  the  institution  being  full,  or  from 
the  nature  of  their  malady,  and  as  such  persons  often  injure  their 
health,  and  aggravate  their  ailments  by  the  fatigue  and  exposure 
consequent  on  such  journeys,  and  for  the  most  part  being  destitute 
and  friendless,  they  add  to  the  number  of  vagrants  and  paupers  in 
Kingston;  it  shall  be  the  diity  of  the  inspector  and  director,  in  con- 
junction with  the  consulting  physicians  or  surgeon^  and  ordinary 
medical  men,  to  draw  up,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter,  amend, 
or  add  such  rules,  as  the  governor  may  approve  of  as  aforesaid,  re- 
gulating the  admission  of  in-patients  from  the  distant  parishes  of 
the  island,  and  which  rules  shall  be  published  and  proclaimed  as 
•  a  D  2  widely 
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widely  as  possible  ia  each  parish  iu'such  way  as  the  gdVeraor,  in 
executive  committee,  may  determine. 

Thirty-second — And  whereas  it  occasionally  happens  that  pa- 
tients are  admitted  into  the  public  hospital  labouring  under  severe 
rheumatic  and  other  chronic  diseases,  who  would  be  much  benefit- 
ted  by  the  use  of  the  baths  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle,  or  of 
Milk-River;  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  ordinary  medical 
oflScer  or  officers  that  any  inmate  is  a  fit  subject  for  either  of  theie 
establishments,  he  or  they  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  inspector 
and  director,  who  shall  thereupon  have  power  to  direct  the  re- 
moval of  such  patient  to  either  of  such  establishments  aforesaid, 
and  to  defray  all  necessary  expenses  attendant  on  his  or  her  re- 
moval and  maintenance  there,  and  return  to  the  hospital,  should 
it  be  necessary  :  Provided,  That  in  any  such  case  the  inspec- 
tor and  director  shall  have  satisfied  himself  that  such  patient 
is  unable,  either  in  part  or  in  whole,  to  defray  such  expenses  him- 
self, or  with  the  assistance  of  his  relations  or  friends. 

Thirty 'third'^ll  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inspector  and  director, 
upon  the  discharge  of  any  destitute  patient  from  the  institution,  to 
furnish  him  with  means  to  support  himself  until  he  can  return  to 
his  home  or  friends,  not  exceeding  one  shilling  per  dicniy  or  lea 
shillings  in  the'whole,  for  any  such  discharged  patient. 

ThirtyfouTth — If  any  patient  shall,  at  the  time  of  admission,  be

7 hirty-Ji/lh — If  it  shall  appear  to  any  two  justices  -of  the  peace 
that  any  patient  hath  any  estate  applicable  to  his  maintenance,  and 
more  than  sufficient  to  maintain  his  family,  if  any^  it  shall  be  law* 
ful  for  such  justices,  on  the  application  of  the  inspector  and  director^ 
to  make  an  order,  in  writing,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the 
nearest  known  relative  or  friend  of  such  patient,  for  payment  of 
the  hospital  dues,  and  funeral  expenses,  or  either,  incurred  by,  or 
on  account  of  such  patient  as  aforesaid  ;  and  in  case  the  same  be

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CAP.     V. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  a  Lepers'^ 
Home,'*  and  the  proper  care  otherwise  of  lepers,  and 
similarly  diseased  persons. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  reception 
and  accommodation  of  persons  afflicted  with  leprosy,  or 
yaws^  or  diseases  akin  thereto  respectively  :  Be  it  enadted  by  the 
Keutenant-governor^  legislative  council^  and  assembly  oft  Ms  island^ 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  ^ 

First — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor  and  executive  com- 
mittee to  lease,  for  a  term  of  years,  or  to  purchase,  as  they  may 
think  proper,  sufficient  lands  in  some  convenient  locality  or  locali- 
ties in  any  or  either  of  the  parishes  of  Kingston^  Saint  Catherine, 
Saint  Anarew,  Port- Royal,  or  Saint  David,  for  the  settlement  and 
establishment  of  persoa3  afflicted  with  leprosy,  or  yaws,  or  diseases 
akin  thereto;  and,  for  that  purpose,  to  erect  such  cottages,  or 
huts,  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  considered  best  adapted  for  the 
careful  and  comfortable  reception  and  keeping  of  such  afflicted 
persons ;  and,  in  every  such  establishment,  due  care  shall  be  taken 
to  provide  for  the  complete  separation  of  the  sexes  ;  and  the  build- 
ings and  premises  intended  for  persons  of  the  male  sex  shall  be 
divided,  and,  as  far  as  can  be,  removed  from  those  intended  for 
females,  and  be  placed  on  separate  parcels  of  land,  if  the  executive 
committee  «ball  so  advise* 

Second — It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  so  soon  as  proper 
places  have  been  provided  for  the  keeping  of  persons  so  afflicted  as 
aforesaid,  which  places  shall  be  called  respectively  the  "Lepers* 
Home,*'  to  appoint  a  medical  attendant  to  the  same,  at  a  salary 
not  exceeding  oqe  hundred  and  twenty  \>o\\vtds  per  annum ;  a  male 
superintendent,  at  a  salary  not  eX'Ceeding  eighty  pounds  per  an- 
num;  and  a  matron,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  sixty  pounds  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  the  governor  shall  direct, 
by  warrant  under  his  hand,  and  from  time  to  time  to  remove  any

other  particulars  and  items  of  receipts  or  credits  whatsoever, 
distinguishing  the  amount,  if  any,  which  may  continue  or  be- 
come payable  for  packet  postage  or  otherwise  to  her  majesty's 
postmaster-general,  or  the  government,  or  postal  authority  of 
any  of  her  majesty's  colonies  or  dominions,  or  of  the  states  oi 
North-America,  or  of  any  foreign  country;  and  shall  also 
keep  an  account  of  all  expenditure  and  charges  of  the  said 
department,  which  accounts  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  duly 
audited  under  the  provisions  of  **The  Public  Audit  Act, 
1857,"  the  several  provisions  and  powers  of  which  shall  ex- 
tend and  apply  to  all  officers,  persons,  accounts,  and  things 
relating  to  the  post-office  in  this  island  ;  and  the  postmaster 
shall  lay  such  accounts  of  receipts  and.  expenditure,  made  up 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each  year,  before  each 
branch  of  the  legislature,  within  two  weeks  after  the  meeting

An  act  to  relietoe  persons  from  taking  certain  oaths  more 
than  once  during  the  reign  of  the  same  sovereign. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  relieve  persons  holding  offices 
of  honor  and  ennolument  in  this  island  from  taking  and 
subscribing  certain  oaths  more  than  once  during  the  reign  of  the 
"same  sovereign  :  Be  it  enacted  by  the  lieutenanl-governorf  legisla- 
tiue  council,  and  assembly  of  this  island,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

No  person  who,  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  act,  is  required 
to  take  and  subscribe  the  oaths  of  allegiance^  supremacy, and  abju- 
ration  upon  his  election,  or  appointment  to  any  corporate,  puWic, 
or  parochial  office  in  this  island,  whether  honorary  or  of  emolu^ 
ment,  and  who  shall  have  at  any  time  before  such  election  or  ap- 
pointment taken  and  subscribed  such  oaths  at  any  time  during  ttie 
reign  of  her  present  majesty  queen  Victoria,  or  the  reign  of  any 
future  sovereign  of  Great* Britain  and  Ireland,  shall  be  required,  or 
obliged  again  to  take  or  subscribe  such  oaths,  or  any  of  them,  in 
consequence  of  his  election,  re-election,  or  appointment  to  any  cor- 
porate, public,  or  parochial  office  of  honor  or  emolument  during  the 
continuance  of  such  reign  ;  nor  shall  any  such  person  be  liable  to 
any  penalty,  disability,  or  forfeiture  for  not  taking  or  subscribing 
the  said  oaths,  or  either  of  them,  more  than  once  during  the  reign 
of  any  sovereign.

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to' provide  further  funds  for  the 
maintenance  and  construction  of  main  roads  and  bridges: 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  governor^  legislative  coundt,  and  assembly  of 
this  island^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  sarne,  as  follows  : 

First — The  governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee, shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  borrow  and  raise,  either 
in  this  island  or  in  Great- Britain,  by  bond,  debenture,  or  other- 
wise, such  sum,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  pounds,  for  the  purposes  of  (his  act,  a^  the  same  shall  be 
required,  in  like  manner  as  is  prescribed,  and  with  the  same  pow- 
ers as  are  given,  by  the  third  and  fourth  sections  of  "  The  Main 
Road  Fund  Act,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,'* 
(twenty -first  Victoria,  chapter  thirty-four),  except  in  respect  to  the 
period  of  redemption,  which  it  is  hereby  declared  shall  be  at  the 
furthest  at  the  end  of  twenty  five  years  from  tlie  date  of  such  loan, 
or  of  the  respective  bonds  or  debentures  issued  for  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof:  Provided  always.  That  it  being  the  object  of  this  act

college  or  faculty  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  or  society  of  apothe.. 
caries  of  any  college,  faculty,  or  society,  elsewhere  than  in  the 
united  kingdon  of  Great-Britain  and  Ireland,  who  shall  not  have 
been  actually  practising  medicine  and  surgery,  or  medicine  or  sur- 
gery in  this  island,  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  said  act,  twenty- 
third  Victoria,  chapter  seventeen,  shall  desire  to  practice  medicine
